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rilTlIrl previous volume of the Arcliiteeture of AhuuidabStl ttnik account of the 

principal Mnhammadau huildinj^ erected there from the fonndatiou of the city 
in A.D. 1412 to about 1520. 'fhexe reiuBined, however, several stmetures lieloiiging 
to the latter portion of that period that were excluded fiMm want of frpucc, and these 
arc taken up in the present volume, whilst the series is continued down into 
the eighteenth century. Thus, togetlier with voltime Y1 of the Western Liulia Survey 
Heports, which dealt with the JHubanunadan archiiectuTS of the districts outside 
A ^tiindii hiid, tlok may lie regarded as completing the survey of the Clujarat style 
of Muslim Architecture, and the three volumea together as fonuing a monogi-apb on 
tlie subject. This voloiue has accordiugly been supplied with an index: to the 
three. 

But as the Muhamniadan remains at AhmadalMd are so very numerous, it is 
only a selection, of them that could be surveyed and delineated in any detail; 
supply some idea, however, of those tliat have been passed over, short descriptive 
accouuts have been given in cliapters XV aud XVT of those within the city and in 
the suburbs reaperrtivelv. These accounts or notes are baseil on the returns prepared 
for the Collector in 1S86 by the Deputy-Collector, Mr. J, F. Feroamles, supplemented 
by personal observation and from the Lists of Remains prepiired by me in 1S84—5, 

With this survey it was necessary to include the stap-weU or Wav of Bai H’arir, 
constructed under Mubammadau supervision, but entirely Hindu in execution, and 
with it lx>th the adjoining early Hindil well of Mfita Bhavani, and the sister well to 
M\ Harir's at Adalaj j and with thesj^^itfiilsa n Jaina temple of Seth ILnthi&ingli 
together with a in the city belonging to the 

Sr^vak set^t. Further,—survey's were also made in the surrounding districts—^at 
Yiranigani, Mikndal, Kapadvnfij, aud Sarnal—of remains, both MuhaminaAlau and 
Hiudd, and eomc account of tJiase has been added so as to include the ivhole of 
the materials coDected. 

The tlruwings, us in previous volumes, were mostly prepai'cd under dm super¬ 
vision of Mr. J.lenry Cunsens, to whom was lurguly entrusted the details of the 
survey after 1S8C; and to him are also due uearly all the photographs used. In 
such a publication the illuBtrations are u most important feature of the work;

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PART II. 

CHAPTER L 

MATA BEAVAKl’S STEP-WELL. 

Plates U, TCin aijd XIV. 

TE the previouii volume on the Architeotiire of AhmadfibSd, the principal features of 
the Muhammadan buildings in that city "were traced from the date when it became 
the capital of the Atiraad ShAhi dynasty early in the fifteenth century, down to about 
a century later. In that review, however, aonie uiouiunents that belong to the end of 
tills period were passed over, from consiiierations of space and grouping, which may 
now be taken up as preliminary to the account of the architecture of the city and 
eiuToundhig district during the subsequent sixteenth and aeventeeth centuries. 

First among the earlier buildings stands the old Hindfi step-well at Asarwfi, 
known as Matfi Bhavani's, about three-quaTters of a mile outside Ahmadabad to the 
north-east, and three hundreil yards to the north of the later Muhammadan well, 
known as Badfi, or Bai Harir’a Wav, in conneetion|^ with w'^hich it maybe most 
conveniently treated. 

A Wav or bauli is a large structure, pictuiosque and stately as well aa peculiar 
in design, but eminently suited to the habits of the Hindils. It consists of two 
parts:—well, circular or octagonal, from which the water is drawn vip for irriga¬ 
tion, in skins, by the help of bullocks, the draw-ropes passing over rollers fixed on 
the upper edge of the shaft; and secondly, a series of galleries or floors, connected 
by flights of steps descending successively from the nppennost platform to a lower 

A. 
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landing on iviiieh stand pillars snpporting a roof of equal breadtli aliore, A secoml 
flight of steps continues tlift descent to a still lotror landing, over wliieli are two storojrs. 
In this way the descent contilines stage by stage fill the water level is reached ; and 
ihis level may viiry witli the season. This second portion ends in the cistern or 
reservoir, which connects with die draw-welJ. Ronnti the shaft of this reacrvoir are 
platforms in each storey, protected by parapets surrounding the (XstagonaJ shaft— 
their backs forming seats for loungers. To these platformB round the shaft descem.I 
spiral stairs construetod in the side walls of tlie wav. 

The Hindfl well at Asarwa (Plato IT) takes the name of Mata Bhavani's from a 
small bIhuhc, formed, in the hack of the circulai' shaft of the draw-well at the west end, 
just above the water level, and appropriated to that mother-goddess, the Snkti of Siva, 
and, a.s a goddess of prodiictlon, usually identified with P&vati. Tliis epithet for 
the wav, however, has no certain claim to antiquity, though the well evidently 
belongs to the pre-Muhamimidan period and probably goes back to tlie eleventh 
century. Nor does tlie small shiine of Bhavani appear to bo original—^mde-ed it is 
probaTdy of quite recent date. It is built on to the circular wall of tho shaft and 
supported by cross-lieama upon brackets. A Gosain or devotee closed in the 
space on the middle landing, between three of tlie pillars and the wall, as a 
residence, where he collected some detached fignrea of Dnrga, Ganapati, &c., and 
obtained a living from the people. 

If Abiuadabud really occupies the site of the earlier Karnavati, as is reasonably 
supposetl, then this wav may probably belong to the reign of Karpa Solaiiki 
(1063—l(l93 A.D.) the reputed founder of Xarpnrnti, 

Compared with the later wells of Datla or BSi Earir close by, and that fit 
Adalaj to the north of Ahinadlbfid, it is inferior in plan, but ia inteaiesting as one 
of the earliest of the kind that haa survived to onr Qmeg. 

The cii'cular shaft of the draw-well is 16 feet in diameter and is oonnected by a 
neck alwut 6 feet wide \vith the cistern of the well, w'liich is some 31 feet in length 
by 16 in width (Idate XHI). The platform immediately in front of tbia is 17 fed 
across, under a roof supported on six pillars, and is approached by a stair leading 
flown from the gallery above, where ia also another platform on which stand six 
piUuTs supporting the roof over it again; and to this the upper stair leads down. 
These stairs are not well arranged,—for, tho iisoeut being too great for the space 
.allowefl, each series of .steps is broken about the middle, and short steps inserted at 
right angles to the hne of descent. These somewhat obstruct the approach; but, at 
the same time they provide resting places, where the women can more easily set 
down their water-pots and again Lift tliem on to their heads. 

Rising above the ground level, over each landing platform in the descent, is a 
canopy supported by nine pillars (Plate 11), These cMatris or canopies havo 
projecting eaves and form an aflditioual storey above each platform. The pilbrs 
throughout the work are very plain, having aqunre bases and lower ehafts, changing 
first to octagonal and then to circular, with bracket erapitals (Plat© XI\\ fig. 2). At 
the comers of the roofs of these ennopies are conventional lions, and in the middle 
of each sitle there were figures of secondary Hiiulu divinities, now partly 
destroyed, 
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MATA BBATANI'S 8TEPATELL. 
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The frieze loruung the face of the side parapets or fiereen wallfi of tho canopies 
ifl carved in that old style which is found so often on the walla of HindQ and Jaina 
ieuiplea of the tenth and later centuries—and derived from the Buddhist rail-pattern 
of earlier times. This is illustrated in the photograpli, Plate E, mid on Plato XIV, 
fig. 1. 

The interest of this old wav consists largely in its being almost the last 
rem a i n i ng example of purely Hindh times, and in having supplied die pattern for 
the similar stmctnres of a much later period under Muh amm a d mi ride. Wo ma y 
easily trace this in theii' arrangements, ae in that of the neighhouring one of full 
four centuries later date. 
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CHAPTES n. 

BAI HAHIR'S WAV, MOSQUE AND TOMB, 

PiATiis ITT, XI\--XVT, ANT5 XVm. 

1 AHE aecoml Wdv at As^rwS is known as DSdil Haiir’a or Harh’s 

(Plate TTT ) It was constiucted at tlie efs:peiia£j of a certnin Indy, who is descril>ed 
in a Sanskrit ioscTiption placed in tkn lirst gallery, on the sonth. or left side of the 
descent, as Bil SrJ Uarlra, “the chief saperiatendeut at the entrance of the royal 
apartments (or harim), lie ninstriona and pious kdy Sri Harlra, the chief adviser of 
the king Ma^mfid." This epigraph is dated on Monday I3th rausha-audi, Stimvat 
1556, and ^aka 1421: which would correspond to 15th December 1499 A,D, hut 
that day fell on a Sunday, though 13th Pausha-vadi fell on Monday, 30th December, 
1499.’ Again, on a niarhls slab in the north, wall, is anothor inscription, in Arabic, 
which speaks of “this splendid buildiug, enclosed by walls with carved ornaments 
and a phmlation of fruit-bearing trees,” as cousb-ncted “during the reign of 
Nasir-ad-tinnya wa’J-din Abn’l Fath Mahmud Sbah, son of Mubamnoad Shiah, son of 
Aijmad Sldih. &c., by Sri Bii Harir Sultini, whom his august majesty made the 
chief attendant at the door of the guarded entrance (barim). On the 8 th dnmndn I, 
906 AM.," or Monday, 30th November 1500 A.D„ that is, a j^ear later than the date 
in the other inscription.* * 

The cost of the atmeture, as stated in the Sanskrit inscription, waa 329,000 of 
some nnspecified coin, moat probably however, the TUO^niiMt — being the coin of the 
reign, and which was valued at about 27 moAmudis to 13 rupees:* whence thia 
expenditure would amount to about 158,400 rupees. 

This well and the one at Addlaj, twelve miles to the north of AhmadabSd, which 
was also bmlt about the same time, are by far the finest now left hi GujarSt,—the 
second being somewhat the larger. Bdi IJnrfr'a, fnim the front of the ascent to the 
pavdion at the entrance on the east end, to the west side of the sliaft of the draw-well, 
nieasitres over all 241^ feet; and from the first step of the descent towards the well 
to the same point, 2151 feet. The width of tlie platforms in the galleries is 16 feet 
li inch, and of the staira nearly 1S| feet * But round the octagonal shaft, near tho 
west end, it widens into a square of 24 feet (Plates XV and XVI).

sloping back towanis tho shaft. Here, and round the mam shaft, loimgsrs could 

enioy a cool retreat during the liuttest hours of the day. 

The coping of tho side walls is carved on the lower mnrgiu after the same 
oartern os at Mata Bliavani’a, and the frieacs round the octagonal sluift. are only a 
tols richer in detail than those over the gahety fronts in that eariier work. The 
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latter has also striug courses iutrodut^d at iit ter rale on tlie wall laces after the 
manner in tt'liJcL diey ore employed to decorate tlic walls of iiios<|uq6 (Plate HI, 2). 
In line ivitL the fltxirs of the upper gEdleries are ledges projecting about a foot 
fi'om the Bule walls and supported on the tmder side by caired bmckets: these mu 
rotuitl the circular shiift also {Plate XTL}, 

In the walls of the first ‘gaOery, bettreen the pilasters, are three niehes or 
panels on each side; the eentihl ones coutain the inscriptions already mentioned, 
and the others are filleil with tracery in the finrid style of the similar niches in the 
minarets of the mosqites, hut these have higher pediments* Other niches, similarly 
carved, recur in the g^eries over the second and third landings, in the aide walls 
of the gaUejy' rountl the main shaft, and one in the end shaft at the level of the 
second gallery .(Plate XV^I). Of these examples—two from the lower and one from 
the ui>p*r galleries—tire on Plate 'SIV, fig, 3, and Plate XVJU, figs. 1, 2, one 

of them presenting the purely Hindfi decoration of conventionali 2 ed peacocks and 
snakes and die others allowing patterns more like those employed in windows tTi^n 
what are nsuol in the niches of minarets.’ 

The whole work is admirably conceived for its purpose, and the structuriLl 
execution is carefiiUy planned to meet the thrusts of the side wails, whilst the 
ornamenta] sculpture is rich and tastefnUy applied. 

The well at the west extremity is worked by one of the Gosvaini klahaiajas 
of the notorious VallabhfiehfiryH sect, for the irrigation of bis land adjoining on the 
north of the wav, the water being raised in the usual way—in a fekin which is 
drawn up liy bullocks by means of ropea passing over an axle. The arrangeiueTita 
for this are supported by masonry Taise<l over brackets in the wall of the shaft. 

The adjoining land, measuring about acres of which 4| aores ore cultivated, 
j*s held by the Gosvanii as jof or personal in‘dm, and was granted to a predecessor, 
in November 1333, in exchange for ground previously hclongiog to him in the 
village of Vejalpnr, lying to the west of Ahmadabad, which was then required bjr 
Government for the erection of butts for artiUery practice.* 

About twenty-five years ago, Clovemment spent a thousand rupees on repairs 
to ihia weU. 


The Mosque and Toan, 

Plates IV, V, XTV, 4, and XVII-XXI, 

At Asdrwd, Bai Ifarir is said to have founded a Bubnrb that went by the name 
of Harirpura; and to the west nf the well are a mosque and tomb or rau^ that 
Biill preserve her uiime. In 1847 when Mr, Hcniy G. Briggs visited the latter, 
he found the toiubs mside destroyeil—apparently by the GusvSmi's people, whose 
encroachments, however, mire stopped through the interference of iho Da^.

comparison of the plans of the niosfiues just 
mentioned' shows that the stairs leading up behmd 
the minarets were managed in the aaiue way in all 
three; the design of the facade bears analogy to that 
of the ilajapur Masj id as well as to that of M iyah 
KhanOhishtPs; the tiuvets,though plainer in ihe 
octagonal portions, are treated somewhat like those 
of Bibi A chut Kuki’s; and the resemblances in 
the dettiils of the three mosques, sufficiently confirm 
the tradition that this one belongs also to the end 
of the fifteenth century or the beginning of the 
sixteenth. Ami among those of that perlotl it is 
deeeri'ing a place, wliich—owing to its locfdity and 
its neglected treatment during the last fifty years 
has not hitherto bepn assigned to it.’ 

Unfortunately, about thirty years ago, tlie 
south ndjiaret had become unsafe and was taken 
down by the Public Works Depaitmeni, but no 
attempt was subsequently made to rebuild it, and, 
as in the case of other mosques similarly treated, 
the stones were still lyiug in li-out of the inostpie 
at the time of the surwy. The accompanymg

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aud extends to a length o£ 40 feet. At this height the Tiiiaarets had projecting 
mouldings, supported on small hriickets, and with imltatioa antefixa carved in relief 
on the octagonal ehaft, which rose another storey above this and was eroivned by a 
carved projecting baJconj supported on brackets. A abort aection above this again 
was cirGiilar and uphelil a second balcony for the unt^Mzan, wlio came ont from a 
door on this balcony:—^ji was the three upper storeys tliat were taken down. The 
lower portions of tlie minarets are veiy’ elnbomtely carved iu the usual style, and 
the two front niches in the south niiiigr are represented on Plate XXI, fig. 3, and 
another panel from the side on Plate XVni, fig. 3. 

Tlu'* luiildiag has been long imcared fiir and roughly handled; the entrances to 
the wings have mostly been bricked up, and the beautiful perforated stone tracery 
in the windows—of which there were ten in the west wall and two in each end— 
has bean much tlestroyed. Iu the front are tvro balcony windows supported l>y 
curved brackets and sills, aiul a larger one of the same pattern in each and 
(Plate IV}. 

The central dome, behind the front screen, like that of Mulififa? Khdn's .nnd 
other fifteeuth-cejitury mosques, rises on a second storey, the side walls of which 
were of perforated work over a carefully carved frieze,—but there is no i»rftr gaHeiy, 
This axrimgement is best explained by the section on Plate XIX. 

The pulpit was also of the high pattern in use in the early mosques, but the 
canopy over it has long since disappeared. The miArdlJS or ^ihlds are, a.s usual, 
cjin'cd with taste, and there was an inscription over the central one. The inikdib 
in the north wing is represented in detail on Plate XYUI, figs. 4, 5 and 6.^ 

The whole stmetnre has been covered of late inside and out by thick coatings 
of whltew^ash, which takes away from its appearance. 

The tomb or dargah stands close to the mosque on the north-east, upon a low 
base or platform, DO feet square, on this are twenty pilhirs which support the verandah 
surrounding the domed room, 27 feet square inside (Plates XVH and XX, fig. 1), 
Tltese pillars are tmustially richly carved with surface orniiuieut on their bases and 
capitals, and on the outer faces they have dalu^rately wrought projecting brackets, to 
support the sloping drip or eaves that overhangs the facade. One of the columns 
is Tepresented on Plate XXT, fig. 2. 

The waUs are faced by twelve pUasters corresponding to the pillars in the front 
of the veninduh, and support the lintels of the roof. The tomli itself is covered by 
H dome resting on the lour walls, and on arches thrown across the comers—being the 
earliest instance here of this itu'xle of conatructiDii, To make rooin for these, the w^alls 
rise to a height of 25 feet, and have a j>erfomted window in each side wall of the upper 
storey. TlieBU have been wrought, in some cases, with a single pattern running through 
the ilifTerenl panels; cjie of them is represented on Plate XIV, fig. 4, The entrance 
is on the south side, a]Kl the arched cipeuiugs on tin- other tluee sitlea were probably 
at first filled iu u'itJi iierfornted stone work; Irat they have long since been brickctl 
up (Phitb V). Tlie dome is caj-ebdly carvwl witli a small pendant iu the centre 
(Plate XVIT, 3), Tliere arc tliree graves In the floor—Iwo of men, and one of a

woman—"but they are proliubly of a (late not psrber than Lhe commenceiuenf, of lael 
centniy (Plate XVII). 

The corner squares of the voranclali are rooferl by small clotuca, and the rest by 
flat roofing, and tlio whole has ■very projecting eaves. Thee© siiiall domes have been 
carved with an elabonttion and core' that cotdcl hanUy have l>eeii c^cehod in marble 
or ivory. One of them is drawn in detail on Plate XXI, fig. I. 

The antelbta, that crowned the cornice of the veraiidahs, and the walls supporting 
the dome of this raxi^a, have been largely destxtiyeil or carrieil aw^ay, but were 
of exquisite beauty and endlosa variety of ornamentation. An evajupln of thoBr from 
the upper cornice is given on Plate XVU, fig, 2, and others appear in the photograph, 
PLite V. Tim stops on the under edge of tlie conuce are alsci carved w*iLh taste 
(see Plate XVIE, fig. 4). 

The comer openings into the veranflab are filled hy low breast walls, the outer 
faces of which ar© beautifully carved in a TeinarkablD variety of ornament, all in 
perfect hamiouy and yet without repetition of the patterns. On the inner side this 
wall is 31 inches in height, with a ledge Ifi inches high on the outer face, sloping 
outwards to form a bark or rest for the seat formed on the upper plinth of the wall 
such as is often found in the muiidapaa or halls of Hindu temples. A section of this 
breast wall at the east end of the south face is given in detail on Plate XX, fig, 2, 
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CHAPTER IIL 

THE ADALAJ WAV OR STET-WELL. AND OTHERS. 

Plates VT, XXII, and XXX, Fras. 3, 4. 

IJERHAl^ tbe finest oi die Gnjaixit Wavs is that at the vtUaj^e of Adaluj, about 
tivelve miles north from Ahmatldbad, built almost at tlie samo tinw* as, and not 
verj' materialh' difiering in plan and dimensions from that of Bfil TJarir. It varies, 
however, in the arrangements of the access; for heie the entrance to the head of the 
stair is from Ixjth sides, and is reached hv a frw steps from the ground level, 
landing on platforms 23 and 20 feet across, from wliioii again are descents of 
11 feet on three sides to a spacious landing which meosorea 41 feet each wav. 
This ivdv rima from south to north, ami the stair from the north side of the landing 
leads dowm to the rt-serYoir (Plate XXIIh 

On the first platfoi-m stand twelve pillars, foniiitig a scjiiare 22i feet across, 
between their centres. These ore arranged in the usual way, bo that an octagon b 
formed l>y the lintels Gomicseting the inner eight, which support a deep frieze, richly 
carved aftor the atyJe of sculpture on the AlgnadaliaJ wells (Plate XXJJ, plan). 
Probalily this sujtpr.irtecl a dome over the iaudiitg, which, however, has lung aiuce 
diwippeared, Hehind these pillars, on each side, stand two others, which, wth those 
of the octagon, form porches on the four sides of the area. The inllars on the north 
side Eifiand on the descent and are taller than the others \ they urn also more olaboralelv 
carved as sbo^m in the detaR drawing, Plate XXH, d. At the comers of the platfonii 
are four small nyjms—each only about 4 feet square inside,—(vilh holcony windows 
faenng east and west, anil doors on the north and south sides. Tlie details of the 
window (o) at the head of the desceut, on the right, are given in the phm, section 
and elevation of it on Plate XXII, o; tmd it will l>e noted that, though generally the 
RCiUpture closely resembles that on Bai Jlarir’a, there is inserted here below the hlU 
a cotirau of Hindfi animal figure scniptune. This is continued on the string-course 
at tin? same level ah along the walls of the wiv. 

The descents of the stairs are gentle, everj" fiftli step being of double breadBi, 
and tlip height of die gaheries from floor to floor is about 11 feet ti inches. 

Carved niches ocenr only in the upper /^llery and are of the patterns found in 
the wifndrA and qlMaa ut ^mosques (Plate XXX, E. F.), showing how the HmiJQ 
nrtilicers applied their designs in the works they erected—to whatever religious class 
tliey belonged. 

In the second gallery on the rlghl side of the (jctagonal well, over n dwr 
leading to the spiral stair that comes ilowm from the grtiimd level (Plate Vf, fii^. 2) 
IS a frieze carved with the Nuvatfra}ia or lorth of the tiluc gmha». These are the 
sun and moon, five planets, and the ascending and descending nodes of the moon.

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Tliu nine figures (illustTation 3') ore lather coarsely carve*l anil liave suffered from 
nge, damp, and possibly violence. They ore perhops a remnant of that Sun^orslnp, 
once so prevaleiit in Gnjarfit.' The two' on the Tight are Rahu the ascend^iug 
node—represented by a head (the Dragon’s head of western pliraseology), and Kotu, 
who has a head with the tail of a fish, represenring the deseending node (or 
Dragon’s tail). 

The Ilmdfia arrange the planets, as in the classic systems of astronomy,* in 
the order of their distances fnnn the earth, Ijeginning with the remotest: viz, 
(1) 6ani — Saturn; fS) Drihaapati—Japitor, (3) llahgala — Mors, (4) Snrya or Ravi 
the son, (5) Snkra—Venus, (Gj Budha—Mercury; and (7) Soma—the Moon. Aa 
with the Greek-g, each hour of the day was assignetl in sucoesdon to one of the 
planetary divinities as lords or presideuts, whilst tlie whole day Is presidotl over

and takes its name from the lorl of the first hour. Bavivfira or Sundav is also 
recognised as the first day of the present age; and so the emmtemtion begins with 
Surya, to whom is assigned the first, Sih, 15th and 22nd hour, the 2i>rd then falls 
to VenuB, the 2 Uh to Mercmy and the 25th hour, or fir^t of the second day, to the 
Moon or Soma as lord of Alonday. Di the same vray the 49th hour and 3rd day 
fall to Mahgahi, ami so on,—iilw~ays passing over tivo in the list—to Bnilhn, 
Brihaspati, Sukra. Soni, in euccession. 

In this representation, the phuietary divinities are ananged in the order of 
the days of the week: the first figure on *tlie left is easily recognised as btirya, 
holding two sun-flowers or lotnsfia; Soaia or Chandra scarcely differs in form from 
him; Ma^ 1 gala or Bhauma—Mars, is four-armed ami holds an anfiiiia or elephant 
goad in his upper right hand, — the other emblems axe defawHl. live next fignro shows 
how the Eindhs themselves mako mistnkea in their o^vn mythology, for, iustfiad 
of Budha or Mercury, who presides over Wednesday, the sculptor has Lore carved

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a figure uf Buddha—tlie founder of BiidrlhisiiL' The presiding divifiitv of Thursday 
is Bfiliaspati or Gtini —four-anutii and TecogniBed hy lik beard ; Sukra is also 
four-anutKl and holds up somothiiig like iJiree wotur-pote one upon miother on his 
upper left band ; and i^aui or Saturn, foiir'armei.i, bus a bnllDck at bis left fuoL 
Bahii aud Ketu,-—the asce-ndmg and deaeending noiles—not represeutiag real idanetfi, 
bavi* no place In the astrobgical goreounent of tho day. 

Tn me of the niches on the riglit side of the upper gallery is a Sunakrit 
inscriptioii Trbich begin/i ‘^Sainvat looS (A.1). 1o02) ui the montb Magha, ALa^mfid 
Tadshali being king. Salutation to Alnj^-aka, to whose race belonged king Abkabi, 
chief of the district of DiindfihJ. To him was born Karna, whose son was Alularnja. 
ALibipa was AlularJiJa's son, and A’^irasimha and Naisha were the sons of ALdiipu. 
Virasimhii’s rpteen, whose name is Rfijha (or Hfidfi) has constructed this well: it is 
dedicated at the time when tlie sun is in the north, In the month Magha, the bright 
lortuigbt, the fifth day, Wednesday, the buiar asterism Uttara, the knranii Bijva, the 
yoga being Siddhi.'’ 

'llien follows a glowing description of the Htructure, after which the consort of 
the chief is praised in a few vexHes; and the cost is stated at 5,00,111 tahhiis.* 
What this sum exactly amounteil to tlepinds on the value of tlie taikii which ia 
rather uncertain; if it wnTif a third of a rupee,* the mnouiit would be abovit 1,06,TOO 
i.iipgfiB or slightly over the coat of tlie Asarwa wav of the same date. Lf, however, 
the ^un/ra were twotliirds of a mn/inuir/i, or scarcely one-thiril of a rupee (and it 
pi'oliably bore some such definite relation to Lhese coins), then the sum named would 
be eomewbat less, or about 1.60,5<10 l£s- and 3,33,450 mahTuudis. 

This A'Lrasiihha, whose consort constructetl the well, was a descend ant of 
Anandadeva Vaghela the chief of KaloL With his brother Ajitrusimha, he is said 
to have Iwen at feud with the Muhammadans, who slew the elder brother imd placed 
a garrison in Kalol. It was, however, held for several genm-ations aftem^nrds by 
Virasimha's (iffsceiidaiits till it was lost in A*lJ. 172H b}'" Bhagatsitiiha. That chief 
letired on Linibodarfi, a vilhigc which be took from the AnjunS Kuifabis, and it 
<?ontiiiuefl to be hehl by his descendants who still claim to be the representative 
chiefs of the Vaghela family.* 

As already nientioned, the wav runs from sooth to north,—the approach, being 
at the south end; and from the hack of the Irrigation shaft, at the north end to 
the extreme south of the masonry is Bbl feet, or » little in excess of the length 
of Bal Hariris, 'llie shaft is IT foot in diameter; the width of the lauding 
platiomi 33 feet, and of that round the maiu shaft is 2S feet. To this latter 
a epiral shiir descends on each aide as at Alimadabad, but there are no canopies 
or eWtairift above their entrances;—possibly they have Imen destroyed.

Tlie front of tlio frieze round the octagonal opening at tUe liead of this main 
shaft is carefullv scnlptured in that ever reciurreni pattern in Hindu,ornamentation— 
the Budilhiel rail {see Plate 5X11 b). The depth of this reserroir foom the top 
of its upper frieze is fullj 53 feeti and this is also about the depth of the dmu 
Tvell at the north end. 

Two turrets, vnah U feet 4 inches high, stood at the sides of the two entnmees 
Emm east mid west. Tlioso on the west have been more or It'ss mined; but tl-e 
two on tli 0 east are still entire.

Ouju'&t Ottd tho pnwmceii to thB iiortli-eiuil ol il seem to hove been n sort of 
habitat of these wave or step-wella i but, in tho wam that ravafieii the comti>' tom 
die Itrelfth to the smteenlh centery, large nnmhem of them meet W been 
itatoved In Northern Gujarat we atUl fln.l emmples at Roho nnd V„y„d the 1 
togm'ent of a linn o..e at Pntao, and othera scattered over tl.e province from/ 
Reroda northwards.* M Uvaraad, only three miles north tom .\d^j la an old 
wSv hoilt of hricl, with stone piUars, lintels, steps, 4c.; and at ChWal, twlve 
miles to the north-west of this and four miles tom Kiilol, is a step-well dating tom 
about tlie time sis thia Adalaj. 

But one more wav, two and a hdi mUes south of AhiimdibSa. near Isfinpn r and 
between that and the lands ol Ddni Limda, stiU calls for mention, as being perhaps me 
of the most moilem examples of the regular wav. It WM Construmed little Mre thm 
foitv years ago bv the late J ethdbhalJivauIill Nagjilibai (or Mulji) of ,\bmadobod. 
To 'ohtain the materials, he pnrehssed from the bolder of SI,ah ‘Ahmi the ™t,?« 
belonging to a maaiid known ,m that of Malik ■Alsm or n.m._standmg a bttle o 
the north of ShMi ■ilam and described in the previoos volmiie. and from the late 
Qa?l Basan-ad-din ol Alimadabad be bought the NenpmvddS masj.d at Kojapux-lbrpim 
logelher with iU accompanying room. These were pnlled down by tbs Hmda 
p,rrebaset and the materials used in the constocUoa of this woU and m pnttmg np 
a portico to bis temple in dm Shahrkotja sobmb. In the eraamentation of the well 
one of the miirnhn of tbs mosiine luia evidently been ntihneil. 

This wav (Plate XSllT) is 210 feet in ertreme length end tom 21 to 22 feel 
wide with a dome raised on twelve piUnra on the entrance at the west “ud. It has 
the ^.uU descents tom platform or gallery to gaUery. The irat and third platform, 
are about IS feet wide each and the second 23 feet across; besides there is a 
narrower one of 154 feel hroaJ, iasl la front of the shaft of the draw-well (Plate XXni, 
das o and 3) To the second, third and fourth platforms tom the entrance there are 
smijl spiral slalra descemling from a!«ve-that to the second platfo rm tong on dm

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north side. The piUnrs tised sue mostly from the old mosques tmd ranzas. hut mhtod 
up Tvith them are others of a totally different style from Hindd or Jainu romains, 
clmnaily fitted together. The whole work is devoid of any ovidences of originality 
in structural or architectural arrangejnents; and, moreover, it seems to have failed 
of its purpose, for it is fiUed with fetid water and qirite distised. 

At the entrance to Tsanpnr village is another step-well of stone—known os 
Jiji-bnba and elsewhere in the vicinity are two others hnilt of brick.

M AHjAHMAD Sliali Avlam ivaa tlie son of ‘ALdnliaJL Qii|b-al ‘Alum or Sayyid 
Biirlidn-atZ-din the founder of the Hukhariali Sayyidn of Gujaititt, imd 
\yliofie tomlj Is ut Batuwa or Vatuv'a, six miles to die eontli o£ AhmaddhM, and has 
been described lu the previous volume.' 

It nuJiy help to the identification of the diSeient inembets of the liukh-driali 
Sayyid family mentioned in connexion with these tombs if wc give hem the 
genealogj' of its repreaentativea till the end of the seventeenth century : — 

1, ‘Abdullah Qu^b 'Alatti, siylixl Shnlkli or Bayyid Bnrban-atf-din, was the 
grandson of Shaikh Jaldl or Makhdum Jaliauian Jaliangnsh-t Sayyid Jalal 
Bukhfiri (A.D. 1303-13S4), the son of Sayyid Ahmad KabLr, the son of Sayyid 
Jalal. Slmikli JalAL waa buried at Ucldia ;* * and his gi'andson. Qu|b-al-‘A lam died 
in A.D. 1453 and was buried at Baftiwd.* 


2. Sayyid Mn^animad Shah *Alam, son of Qutb-id*‘Alam, died 20th Jamada’l 
fiVliii - A,H1 880, or Saturday 21 st October A.D. 1475. and was buried here. 

3. Sayyid Rdjfi Sattar‘Alam, son of Shdii 'Alam. 

4. Sayyid Ahmad Shahid Panah ‘Alam, sou of Enjfl Sattar. 

5. Sayyid ‘Abd-al-Ghnfur Masjhir ‘Alam, sou of Sayyid Abmad. 

6. Sayyid Hasan If nr ‘Alam, son of Sayyid ‘Abd-al-Ghafilr. 

7. Sayyid Jalol-ad-din Mah ‘Alam, son of Sayyid Hasan. 

8. Sayyid iluhaimuad Alaqbnl‘Alam, eon of Sayydd JaliU^J-Hin ilah; he was 
buried in the second large tomb at Shah ‘Alam. 

9. Sayyid Jalal-nd-tlin Maq^ud ‘Alam, son of Sayyid Mnhaimnad Afa^bhl, 

10. Sayyid Ja‘£ar Badr *Alam, son of Jalal-ad’din Muq^ud. 

11. Sayyid Mu^inmad Maltbfib ‘Alam (cii% 170Ct A.D.), son of Sayynd Ja'fnr 
Budr ‘Ahiin. 

Sayyid Muljammad Shab ‘Alam Enkhdri is said to have been the eleventh of the 
twelve sons of Qutb-al-‘Alani and was known generally as Miyah Monjla. He 
accompanied the Sultan Qullt-adnlin whan he set out to resist the iuviision of 
Mflhmild Khilji; but, after encouraging his sovereign he returned before the armies 
met at Kapadvanj (Alarch 1451). He bud married Alirgi a daughter of lln^ Jam of 
Sindh, whilst Mnhanimail Shdh U. Latl married lier siaier AlogJmli. ^ Ihe latter had 
a son Path Xhdn who was entrusted to the care of his aun^ Shall ‘Ahmi’s wife, and 
was brought Tip in hig family anti there protecteil from the Jealousy of Qiitb-ad^lin.

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TLe gcil^mitted in 1807 respecting tliese tliree villugcs were to tlic 

foUDwing effect;—About lSi!G tbe Sayyids obtained some 14,000 rupees on the 
mortgage of Isaupur to a Hindfl ; this was repaid witli interest, about 1356, by 
Bibi Basti Begam the irife o! Mir Ja*£ar 'Ali, imd the mortgage was transferred 
to her. Her father, the Qajzi of Alimadibad, was bar agent, and in 1807 abfmt 
10,000 rupees of her claim was still unTedeemed, anci a sum of fifty rupees was 
said to be paiil monthly towards the ejrpenses of the annual *Urs, when offerings 
are made at the shrine. 

S^rsa had been leased to a Hindfl. in 1836 for a period of 32 years in 
consideration of a payment of 23,000 rnpees. And the revenues of WSsna t'athepnr 
were divided into six parts, of which one was in the hancls of the manager, a 
second with two Sayyids—Hasan 'All B^ir 'Ali and Fa?l ‘All Diwduji, a tliini wdtli 
the heir of Sayyid ChuMm Shu jfi'at, for whoso debts It was attached; the fourth was 
leased by Hasan ‘All Baqii' ‘Ali to a Hind u; the fifth, on account of the debts of 
Sayyid f^asan ‘All Gisa’s heirs, was attached in favour of the same Ijaiiker as the 
third ; and the sixth had been seeuretl by another in satisfaction of a debt of the 
heirs of Fa?l ‘Ali DiwfinjI and Amir Mlyan Saheb. The Rauza bnving sustained 
considerable injury by the earthquake of Jime IS 10, the Sayyids further averred 
that as niueh aa 45,000 rupees were spent in repairing it*; but, tbougU some repairs 
had been effected, it would have been hard to account for so large a sura spent on 
them. This is a fair sample ol how the endo^vmeiita of these old foimdations have 
been diverted to private purposes, squandered and. misappbefL 

The late Sir Barrow H, Ellis, then Ilevenne ConimiBsioner, started an inquiry 
in 1862-63 into the revenues and administration of these and other Muhammadan 
foundations, proposing to hand over to the Sayyids between Rs. 1300 and Rs. 1100 
a year as surplus proceeds of the vevenue of TVasna Buzflrg, if they would 
guarantee to keep the Shah 'Alam buildings in repair out of this and the other 
revenues. The collector, however, replied to this in 1SG7, objecting to the 
expenditure of money on the preservation of buildings whose architoctuml beauties 
he did not consider warranted it; whose keepers had hitherto neglected their duties; 
and because the Musahuans were the most antagonistic to British rtde. The then 
UonimissioneT supported this on the ground of funds being more urgently needed 
for public works than “ for expenditure on these old buildings,” 

The Govemmeut of Bombay next reminded these officers “that it was not 
because these buildings are, or ought to be, objects of veneration to people of 
any particular creed, that tlieir repair is desirable, but because tlio reroarkable 
architecture of the structures renders (horn worthy of care on their own account.’* 
Three months later the acting collector declared that he did not agree with his 
predecessors, and that the “ Rau?a partook more of the nature of a monument of 
the wealth and character of the Muliaminadan ompire in Gujnr5t than a rellgiouB 
building, and as such deserved to l)e cared for at the hands of onr Government," 
Immediately after this, Govermneut, acting on the initiative given three years

of collector and the engineer, however, did not always work well, and very little 
good was done. 

The giDunti occupied by the Shah 'Alam builduiga ia of very irregnhir shape 
(Plate XXIV). Originally it ma 3 ' have been littlo more than an oblong area, alioiit 
ICW yards from east to west, and TO from north to sonth, including the sites of the 
mosque auil great tomb; to this other plots of varying sizes had been added from time 
to time during the first century after the death of the Pir; and now its extreme length 
is yards, with a breadth close to the aonthern boundary of 185 3 'ards; but from the 
entrance gate to the assembly liaU, a length of about 80 yards, the width is only horn 
40 to 50 yards; in front of the hall It is 90 yards across to the back of the moscpie. 
The whole area covered is about 2J:,40() square yards or somewhat over 5 acres. The 
Lmd is personal grant or In*^ and is assessed at Rs. 13, as quit-rent, for which 
Govenimeiil receives only R. I, 14 iUl the ground to the south of the principal 

dargahs, extending to an acre and a quarter is simply a graveyard or qahrg^i ; for it is 
esteemed a privilege by religionfi JlnhammaihinB to be buried in or near the tomljs 
of such holy pirs as Shah *Alani, 


The buildings in this enclosure are two dargfilis of the same size, — (me of the saint, 
near the centre of the area,—and the other (H) to the south of the mosque ; tho masjid 
On the west j the Janifi*at Xhana, Blwiiii Xhana or TTallj facing the principal dargah 
from the north; a number of subsidiary bnildings and two enlrancos—one on tbe north 
and the other on the west (K). The ground plan (Plate XXIV) shows the arrangement 
and relative size of the different structures. 

Tlje dargah or tomb of Shfib ^Alam (Plate VII, 1 ) occupies the central position, 
and was donhtle&a the first of the structures erected in the enclosure—and must 
have beeu begun soon after the Fir’s death in 1475, by Taj EhSa Narpali, and it 
is said to Lave taken ten years to complete.* It stands on a low base or platform 
05 feet square, which supports three concentric squares of pillars,—^the outer 
consisting of twenty-eight connected by stone trellis work, forming the outer walls; 
the intermediate square of tivcnty piUars stands in a corridor round the inner 
square of twelve which support the dome, under which is the sarcophagua or tomb. 
There are entrances on each of the four sides, but on the west is the principal 
doorway with a porch in front of it supported by coupled pillars. On this fece 
also the sis otlier interspaces between the pillars are occupied by arched openings 
mied in by ivoodeu frames with irire gratings, and perforated stonework only 
between the jambs and the pillars (Plate VII, 1 ). The arches over these openings

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are completely filled with pierced stonework, ciirved in beaiitirul and varied 
patterns ; that on tlie leit of tlie entrance ia represented oq Plate XXVIII, 1. It 
seems not improhahlc that the original intention was to till the lower inierepaceg 
on this aide also, as on the other throe, with stono tracery,—-but that either the 
funds fell short or some accident befell the stractnre, and it was completed after 
the pattern of the neighbouring tomb. The corrtisponding spaces on the other three 
sides are filled with stone trellis work from the upper line of the bases of the pillars 
to the heads of the arches,—an example of which is represented on Plate XXVII, 1. 
In both these examples may be noted the carrying of the pattern through several 
of the squares into ivhich the astragals divide the windows. 

The floor round the central tomb, tin which stand the twenty pillni*H dividing toe 
aisles of the corridor, is paved with l»lack, white and grey marbles; and witli yeEcw 
slabs in places, especially in front of the entrance to tlie tomb. Tlie black slabs aro 
arranged in lines between the pillars anil pilaistcrs—fonning squares wdiieh are generally 
filled in with white mud grey slabs in alternate squares (Plate XXVI, 2). The outer 
aisle is roofed by amaE dfliucd—seven appearing on each fticc. 

The inner chamber, containiag the tonib, is surroundeii by richly i>erforated marble 
work between the pillars, with doors in three of the aides—but not on the north, towards 
which is the head of the tomh, the foot being about the centre of the chamber. Round 
it is a white marble perforated screen, about four feet high, ivith smiiE doors on three 
sides; and over this Is a carved wooden canopy', similar to that at Sarkhej, and 
elaborately inlaid with taother-o*-pearl in a florid jvattern. The sarcophaguB is of 
the same general pattern as those in the royal ceuieteiy of the queens, hut plainer. 

The roof over the chamber is stilted or raiaed on a sort of derestorey waU above the 
surroimding screens, and has on each side a pointed axclieJ window. Idled with per¬ 
forated stone-work. Over this the dome rises in concentric mouldings richly decorated 
inside ^vith abimdanco of inlaid inothcr-o'-pearl and with the stono coloured—dark blue, 
reddish brown, &c. This decoration is said to have boon executed at tlie expense of 
Asal Khan, whom Brigga eaUs the brother of tlie celebrated Nor Jahan'but this 
must be a mistake: Eds Agaf Khan seems more likely to have been Ghayas-ad-din 
hVll A^af KhSn, who distinguished himself in the conqueet of QujarSt under Akbar ; 
and died there in 1581. 

The dooiu of this tomb, which are surrounded by richly-perforated stone tracery, 
have been filled in, within recent years, by perforatetl brass wort made in Alunadabad 
from patterns derived from other buildings. Tlie merits of this modem work may be 
Judged from the delineation of one of tliem on Plate XXV. The white marble work 
round aiul about the door is represented in the same lEustration, from which it wiE 
be noted that the doorway is simply an imitaEon of a miAT'dfp, and has an inscrlpEoa 
over it.

20 ABCiliEOLOGICAL SUR^T5T t WESTERN INDIA. 

In this niaiiaoleam, at the east end of ilie south eorrlJoTj an area measuring 
19 feet hy 2G, is screened off by trellis-work, having two doors in its west end. Ii 
contiiina seven tombs of Sayyids, said to Ije these of four sons of Sb/j h *Alani and 
three of his griindaons; there Is also a tiny one of a parrot. They are of sandstone. 
To the west of the south entrance is a small room Lti the uorridor, surrounded by 
exquisitely canned trellis-work. In tliie is said to be buried Sayyid Jaliil-ad-diii 
Mah ‘Alam-—the fifth in lineal descent fi'om Muliaminad Shah ‘Alam.^ It has, however, 
sometiTaes beoti loosely stated that it is the grave of a brother of Sbih 'Alam. The 
Mirat-i-AJimadi also informs its that Shaikh Kabir, the son of Slmikh Mim^waT, a 
naan renowned for his learning, was hnried in this juiiiiaoleum in A.H. 1.0211, A.D. 1617. 

At a distance of about sixty yards west-BOutli-west from the central mausoleum, 

_ is a second on the same plan and scale, but having its main entrance on the east, 
another on the south, and doors between the plCLani on each face (H, Plate XXIV). 
rhe arches over these doors are all filled with the same beautiful perforated stone 
vrork as in the Fir's tomb; much of this, however, has probably been restored in 
an imitative way, during the nineteenth century. The central grave in this tomb Is 
that of Saiyid Muhammad Maqbffl 'Alam, the son of Sayyid Jalal-ad-din IVli^li 'Alum, 
and sixtli m deacent from the pir. Over diig grave, upon a stone tablet, are the 
footprints of Lhe prophet (^adam i-rasui yd gkartf). Inside the darg^h also are three 
other graves on the south eide; these are of Maqlnll ‘Alam’s son Sayyid JuMl 
ad-dln Maqsud 'Alam, in the centre; of Sayyid Ja'far Bhadr 'Alam, the son of 
lialfil-adH;!!!], to iha west; and of hie son Sayyid Muhaciiinad MahbCil* 'Alam on the 
east of Jaldl-ad-din's. The qadam i-rasdl or footprints of the prophet affixed to the 
j)rincipaJ griive here is specially honcured on the bdri leaf at or iru/dt sharif — ^the 
anniversary' of the death of .MuJiaumiad, on the 12lh of RaLi'n'i a'lvwab 

This v^eneration of the footprints of their prophet by the Musalmfins, bears a close 
analogy to the worship by BJndfis, Buddhists and Jainas of the padukas of Vishun, 
iSakyamuni and the Tirthakams respectively. Further, we learn that a deduction 
from the I'c venue w'as granted by Muhammndtin governments to ^amindars to provide 
for the upkeep of a durgdh or roii?a, in which a tablet with the prophet’s footprints 
was preserved for veneration; but whether such a stib’vention had any inffuence in the 
erection of this large ran^a, we liave no infonnation. At G aur in Bengal there is a 
fine mosque known as the Qadam Rasffl Masjid, erected in 15S0, in which is a slab 
bearing the footprints, said to have been brought from Arabia by 'Ala-aJ-din ITusain 
Sliah king oi Bengal (149I-T521). In the time of Sirdj-ad-danlah it was caiTied off, 
Init was restored to its place by Ja'far ‘All Khan, and is still carefully guarded by the 
Maulawt * Among other examples of euch objects, we learn that Sayyid Jalal-ad-^liii 
MaklnlGm JahSnian Jahiiuj^ht or Makhdum Jahanian Siiyyid Jalal-i-Bukluiri ibo 
great grandfatlier of Shah 'Alam. brought from Makkah in lhe time of SuRfin Flrik, 
a large stone bearing the qwlam4 said to have Tiecn placed in a Jami' 

MasJiJ at Dehli. And in J579 Mir Abfi Tnrab, the son of Kamdl-ad din—u teacher 

’ liiia iii an Uie autiiority of ili» tito iutiTndar Mti»l Mlrun HiunuiAit 'All, through the Rov. G. J'. Tnvtor, 
in trlioiu I am imlatUf'd for senml ddriiila.

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and scliolar — brought back with him from Makkah another similar atone, whicib, ae 
will he noticed below,^ wua aftervTards placed otgt Mb tomb in the neiglibourmg 
village lands of Behrdmpnr, to the north-west of Shah'Alain, The i Mubdmk 

in the tomb of Maqbul * *Alam, however, is said to be only a copy made from the 
fitone in the Janii* Masjid at Dalili ; but by wliom made, or when bronght to this 
place 13 not known. 

The dome over the tomb is quite plain, without mouldings or ornament. The 
floor is of marble, but large areas of it are covered by irregular slabs, and some 
of these are evidently the abaci of old pillars. In the north-west coriier is a carved 
slab of wMte marble, let into the floor and measuring 4 feet 6 intdiea by 2 feet 
10 inches—apparently meant to represent a prayer-mat. There is no inscription in 
tMs tomb. 

In the south, corridor, and also outside on the south are manj’ graves one 
being in the middle of the porch. 

On the domes of Ixith these large mausolea are tall metal iinials terminated 
with the pi^ial leaf which seems to have been the symbol of the Muhammadan 
rulers of Gujarat, and was placed on all their tombs and mosques. 

To the south of these two dargaha is a large area contaming a few canopied 

tombs and a great many of the ordinary low type. One of the larger, about twenty 

yards south of Maqbffl’‘Alam’s (at J on the plan) is beautifully carvetl; and the 
late Musa Mivah stated that this was the tomb of Saif E.hdn, who was an officer 
of Mgh rank under Sult^ Mnjjaffar II, and was sent with NizaTU-al-Mulk bultani 
and others in 1513 fitmi Dhdr to Ililiiwada, when they were attacked near MSndu 

but defeated tbs Malwa troops; and again in 1520 he was sent with Khi?r Khan 

Asad-aJ-Mulk to assist Kizara-ahMulk against the Ha^a of Idar (A.D. 1520).’' 

Between the two large rauzas there stands a small one (at M on the plan) 
with pierced stone windows and containing a somewhat plain tomb,* which is said 
to be that of Nawab Ka?ir-ad-d5n of Bartxla, who was a murtef or disciple of the 
descendant and successor of Shah 'Alain, living about 1780 A.D. 

Eighteen yards north of the second mansolevim is the mosque, said to have 
been erected by Muhammad Salih Badakshi (Plate VII, 2), The minara were 
begun by Kajabat Khan early in the seventeenth century, and after his death 
were completed about 1020 by Saif Khfin—the same i>eraon who built a hospital 
and college iu Ahinadnbad,* 

This masjid is of a later style than any we have yet mot with, and, with diet 
of Muhammad Ghana iu the city, is more of the usual form of suck buildings in 
other parts of India, and can ecarcely be described as l>elonging to the local style. 
“ The interiorB, however, of lx>th these mosques are well worthy of study

'Plie mode in wMch the pendentives are brought op 
to receiTU the circnlar domes is quite as happy as any of the constructive 
flispedieiits of the Gothic architects ami more elegant in eiecntion. The Byzantine 
architects never accomplished this—^theii paculiar expedient—so succesafuUy,”^ 

The masjid is 121 feet in length over the wallsj and 5-1 feet acriLiss,—tins niBide 
measurements being 116 hy 51 feet. The minara having been added aftenvartls, 
stand forward about 9 :fcet from the entl Wiills; they rise to a height of about 
90 feet, exclusive of the liuials, are of elegant design, and have four gnUiiries 
supported on carv'ed brackets. 

The whole area of the floor is divided longULidiiialiy into three aisles—the wider 
one in the middle being IS feet 4 iuchea between the centres of the piflars, nud 

the other two 14 feet 8 inches; and across—it has seven, bays, of which three are of 

the wider size. This arrangement gives eight smaller square areas ami three larger, 
ivith ton that are obbng—measuring 17 feet 4 inches by 12 feel 8 inches within 
the pillars. These areas are all covereil by domes, of which the three larger, along 

the middle of the roof, are higher ond finished outside with linialB. The domes 

are supported by pendentives coimecting the cross arches between the pUlars, as 
illuatrated in the case of the mo3r|ne of Jfiihaminad Ghaus, Plate L. 

In line with the principal domes are three miljrabs or qiblas—^the central one 
being much the larger — and all have carved recesses. 

The great earthquake of 1819, besides injuring the minarets, had considerably 
shaken the back wall, and outside, opposite each of the cross lines of pillars, a 
heavy brick buttress lias been raised against it. The minarets have also been 
repaired since 1863. 

In front of the mosqne and about fifteen yards from it, is a large simk 
reservoir or tank, some 72 feet square, covered over on a level with the court, and 
having open shafts in the centre, the two west and the south-east corners, — -whilst 
beyond it, to the north-east, is the open ablution tank, about 22 feet square, with 
arcaded porticoea on ita north and south sides. 

To the uorth-west of this again is the Diwau Khfina, Jama’at Kli^a, or 
assembly hall, vrhich faces the south; it is about Cl feet by 41, open in front, and 
supported by pLUara, and is Burrounded on thma sides by small rooms,—^in one of 
which is a stair leading up to the roof. The hall is used for the accommodatian of 
guests, especially of such as come at the time of the *C7ra celebration, whilst the 
small rooms are for the safe keeping of their baggage and vessels. 

The first erection of this ball is ascribed to the lifetime of Shah ‘Alain and 
the reign of Muhammad Shah H (1443-1451 A.D,), hut it was restored under 
Mu^affar SUSh, the last of the Ahmad-Shahi kings (1561-1572). It was again 
renewed, towards the end of the seventeenth century, hy Sayyid Ja*for Bhadr ‘Alani, 
a descendant in the eighth generotion from Shah 'Alum. It is said to have Imtl a 
wooden roof covered with tiles; but, in the war with the Marullias, when General 
Goddard, in February 1780, besieged jUunadiibdd, this hall was partly demolishivl

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to fumisli Diflteriab for tte aiege. It has aow a good terraced roof with a paviEoa 
over tlie west end rooms. 

To the west of this, and extending aa for as the north, end of the masjid, are 
a number of bnildingfi of varLous heights (A, B, 0, D, L, on the plan) and 
probably of iMerent dates, which are oocnpied by Tlsltors at tho a festival 

celebrated on the anniversary of the death of the saint,' which occnrs on the 
19th day of the month JumadaT-ahhar; bnt all the week from the iTth to the 
23rd are held as high days. On tho 23rd ladies alone (pard<i-nis?iin) are admitted 
to the premises. The time of the festival is spent in social re-nnions the 

reading of the Qordn and prnyers. 

At the north-west comer of the hall is the inner gateway, divided into three 
by two TOWS of pillars that support the roof. On the north side it has a sijunre 
lx>Tch with two coupled pillars in front; and over the south side ia an open 
storey,—such as Mohammadana fancy for rest and conversation, Abont fifty-three yards 
to the north of this last stands the handsome main entrance (Plate XXVI, 1) forming 
a block abont 33 feet square with an arched gateway in the centre, rooms for the 
guard on each side, and an upper storey having two snitdl pavilions upon the 
■j'fjQj towards the inner or soutli side (see the plan, Plate XXIV), 

To the support of the establishment, besides the revenue of the villages above 
referred to, Rs. 143 8a, 8p. are paid annually to the manager fi-om the Uamlat- 
dSr’s treasury, Rs. 137 being on account of the annual 'urs at the Rauza, when 
offerings of food, incense. &c., are made, and the balance is on account of 
compensation for the aboRtion of transit dnties.

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CHAPTER Y- 

smi BASHIH’3 MOSQUE. ilUNABS AT THE RAIL WAT STATION. AND 
DARVESH ‘ALT’S MOSQUE AND RAUZA. 

Pmtes XXVU. 2 ; XXVm, 3; XXES and XXX. 

A BOUT a quarter of a mile south of tlie railway station and nearly opposite the 
airangpnr gate, are the lemalns of a mosque known as Sidi Uasir or Sidi 
Bashir's, with an adjoining tomb. Nothing of the mosque is now left but the principal 
entrance archway with its two lofty flanking minSr s which are in fair condition. 
T^ey have three balconies above the roof tine of the front, with doors on the west 
side: one of them is shoim in the drawing. Plate XXVII, 2. Th^ are (39| feet 
in height, elaborateiy carved, in fairly good preservation, and have been compared in 
style with the architecture of ItOvSn Xli/tt> Chish^'s mosque^, but are probably of 
someivbat later date. Sir T. 0. Hope ascribed the mosque either to Sidi Bashir, a 
favourite slave of the Suljan Ahmad, or to Malik Sprang, a noble of the court of 
^niQd Boiqara, who founded the adjoining quarter of the city, calle<i after him 
Sarangpur, and who fa said to be buried in the adjoining Raufa; Sidi Bashir’s 
remams do not lie there, but in a walled enclosure below the masj id platform to 
the north-east. 

This mosque was ruined in the contest between* * the Harathas and the 
Muhammadan Deputy-viceroy Jawdn Marti Khan Babi, about 1753, One angle of 
the tomb with two pUlare, has fallen, and the rest of it. supported by thirty piUaru, 
fa wcupied by faq^ and grafss dealers, who have divided it up by mud wills, cook 
in it, and keep It in disorder. 

It stands on a piece of Government waste ground in the railway suburb, 
measuring 2027 square yards.* 


Minabs at the Eailwat Staho-v. 

North of this fast, and at the south end of the Railway station platfomi, stand 
the two hugest and loftiest minarets at AhmSflabfid. They are apparently about 95 
or 100 feel in height. All traces of the mosque to which these magnificent towem 
lieloiiged have vanished and its very designation is lost. They narrowly escaped 
removal to make room for the railway, and at a later rfato it was proposed to 
incorporate them in a new station to be designed in the Muliommadan atyle.*

Plates XXVllh 2, XXIX, XXX, I, 2. 

In Jhaveriwada, near Pennafl 
Shali's raiiza, is a handsome littk 
stone mosfiue with a tomb, popularly 
known as Darvesh 'AH s, Tankawula, 
or Oja Bibrs MaBjid; but properly, 
it is said, it should be colled Kbonjfi 
Eibfs~of whom, however, we know 
nothing. But in an inseription we find 
it iltiied in A.H. Jilt), or August 1504, 
so that we have no rlifficulty about its 
age. 

In the City Survey of 1S24 it 
stood in nn area of 10,009 square 
yards or 2 acres and 10 perches ; whilst 
forty Tears later it was found that 
npijYrly the whole of this hinl been 
grrulually occupied aa private property, 
and all that was left was merely the 
site of the mosque and riiu?a, measuring 
about yards from east to west, and

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The as a irbole, is perhaps a little crudely irtanagefl ; tha second and 

fourth interspaces hetweeu the front cuLunuis, b eing necessarily narrower than the 
othex three, are occupied hr carred halcooy wimlowB, about feet from the gronud, 
projecting outwards and supported on carved brackets; tie other three interspaces 
are q^iiite open as in Hanl Sipan’s, This feature of windows in the front was 
Judiciously dispensed with in the smaller trabeate mosQ^ties bnilt immediately after 
the date of this one. 

The minarets are slender, in three storeyB, and ^ feet in height (Plate XXIX, fig, g). 
Whilst ornately carved from base to summit, they differ from the usual pattern in 
wanting the richly sculptured nidiea filled with interlaced floral patterns which are 
ao emstant on the Gujarfit mosques. Rut close osaminatiou of the dopiik of different 
mosques, of however nearly the Bame date, manifests in such scidptured work 
distinct proofs of the iDdependence of taste among the iiidividnal architocts:—hence 
the weak mistake of restoring lost lattice patterns in any one budding by copying 
those of another to fill their places. . 

These ininarets are broken at the head of each storey hy pTOjectiug mouldingB 
supported by carved brackets, and the Lina of crenellated nntafixa or battlements, 
that crmvDS the feoade, is continued round the min^. 

Inside are three witArdh<f, carved with the usual elahomtion, Beliind them, on 
the outside, are buttresses—richly moulded in keeping with the details of the 
minarets and miArdha (Plate XXX, fig. 2). The miviUr has only three steps, but, 
ae in so many other instancGs, it may have been altered at a later date. In the 
bat-k u all also are two windou s, each filled jn by twel ve squares of perforated 
stonework in varied patterns. Their jambs are ornamented with pilasters and 
they are crowned by pediments much in the style usual for glMas (Plate XXX, 
fig. 1). 

The domes of the roof, though small, are also carved with much taste, the finest— 
as usual—being that over the square in front of the central qiUa, which is illustrated 
in plan and section on Plate XXIX, figs. 3 and 4. 

In front of the masj'id, at a chstanee of about seven yards, stands the connected 
Han^ or tomb, planned directly from the mosque, anti measuring about 23 feel 
square, tire four pillars in its west face corresponding esactlv in spacing witli 
those of the niasjld. The twelve pfllarB of the square are arranged in the usual 
Indian style so as to support, on the lintefe of a regular octagon, the dome—about 
181 feet in diameter inside. The entrance to the tomb is. as almost alivaya, on the 
ROTth face and is finished in the style of the mihnlbs, vfitk perforated panel’s up each 
side. The other eleven spaces between the pillars on tiie four aides are also filled 
with perforated stonework of great variety of patterns, which is stiU wonderfiitlv entire 
(see Plate XX^TII, fig. 2, and XXIX, fig. 1). 

Inside are three tombs, of which the central one only is o£ atone, uml the others 
of brick and plaster. Both mosque and dargfih liave been much neglected, and the 
latter oepocially has not been kept decently trlean. 
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To the east of this area i£s a very lai^ luidergronnd resorroir or Taoka. The 
upper portion is carofaliy tenaceil and must; formerly have lieen a favourite place of 
resort and anruacment. On another terrace in the area stands a small building, of 
comparatively recent erection, used as a school of the Anj nimiii-i-Islam for Musalnian 
boys; the rest of the ground is stndded with huts and low houses occupied by 
poor people. 
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CHAPTER VI, 

S A R A N G P U 11 M A S JI T>- 
P 1 .VTES vm, XXXI-XXXYT. 

■jyrOT far from the Sararigjmj- g«tp on the east side of the city, and opposite to 
the minarets of Sidi Basliir's moaiue, is the inasjid of Malik Surang, but whicli 
now fr'eqnently goes by the name of the Rant's or Qtieen’a masjid in Sanvbgpnr 
ward. 

It is nnderaUxul to take name from Malik KiwAm-al Mnlk Saraug, a powerful 
QOible at the courts of Mahmud Bniqara and In'i^ son Sultan Mugallar II. He anti 
his hrother, also a courtier, were of Eijput e3:trnctioi], taken as captives and obliged 
to accept Islnm, About 1471 Snl]^m Mahmud appointed Malik Kiwani to the 
government of the Godhr4 district, aud in 1480 we find him at the head of a force, 
Joining Imad-iJ-Holk in preventing an inaurrcclion in AhmadabM and at the sioim- 
ing of Pawiiga^, November 20th, 14S4, he liigtinguishod himself m the a-^sanlt; 
whilst in 1490, he was gent with an army to ptmish Eahadnr Gihlni at Dabhol in 
the south Konkan, On the death of Mahmild Baiqara.he supported the accession 
of Afii^affar IT to the throne; but imder his rule ho proved turbuleni and violent, 
though retained in power. In 1513 he was sent to hold Dhar for Gujarat t in 1617 
lie behaved notably at the siege of Mandu; and soon alter, in 1518, he was sent 
with Adll Khan Asiri to repel the invasion of Ra^ SangramHaimha of Mewad. In 
1520, he was made governor of Ahmadabfid, where he mled arbitrarily, and, with 
Malik Koti, he plotted against Malik Iliisauj Bahmnni Nizam-al-Mulk, who helfl 
Idar for Gujarat, leaving him Tinaldc.d when invaded by the Mewad Rang , He is 
spoken of later in the time of Bahadur Shah, as being placed by that Sul Jan in 

charge of Diu, in 1528, when lu? captured a Portuguese ship—making the'crew 

prisoners.* * He must then have been iin old man, and probably died goon after. 

Whilst he was govemoi of Ahmadabad under Musaffar II, it Is moat natural 
to suppose that he rebuilt the 7m^<itla or wan! in the south-east of the city which 
still bears the name of Sarangpur, though tliere is no evidence that he may not 
have begun the work in the later years of Mahmud Baiqara’s reign. There lie 
erected the large moaque together ivitli the tomb in front of it which, on completion, 

must have been among the finest in the city. The tomh ia now knoivn as Rani 

Bibi's rau?a.—possibly referring to the wife of Malik Sarang, though this may be 
doubted ; and the epithet baa perhaps led to the mosque itself being sometimes 
called tlie Rani’s mosque. 

The minars of this mosque closely resembled in details those of the great mosque 
at Rajapur*; but about forty years ago, the south uiinir was taken down to the

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level of the roof hy one Fuzl ‘All Himmat ‘AU, who then claimed possession of the 
mosque and who sold the stones of the minaret. 

The north mmar, which was atill entire, was also taken down by the Public 
Works Department about fifteen years aftenvarde, as it was considexeil to be then 
unsafe ; and as in many other Bimilar cases at Ahmadfibat], no effort was iiiade to 
restore it, though the scaffolding used to take it down might have lieen econonucally 
used also to re-erect it. That its form may not be 
entirely forgv>tten, the aecoinpanyiug illustration, 

'So. 4, from an old photograph is inserted here. 

The inasjid meas tires 147 feet 3 inches m 
length inside by 36 feet 6 inches deep, and has 
five larger domes over bo luauy square areas, 
which arc separated from one anothor imd from 
the end walls by aisles feet wide lietweeu 
the shafts of the pillars, auil also from the front 
and back walls by two othera (j feet 10 inches 
wide. In front of, and behind each of the larger 
dmues is a smaller one on the front and back 
aisles, and the other portions of the roof are flat 
(Tlate XXXI), 

In line with the larger domes are live arched 
entrances in the facade, the central one being 
the largest and couHiderably higher tlian ihe 
other four and richly carved on the arcliivolt— 
the others being finished with simply mouldings 
(Idtite VUI). Three carved fiiring-coursea run 
along the face of the walls and a fourth just 
under the eaves, which arc^ douhln. 

On each side of the central arcli stand tlie 
ItasGfi of the minarets, which arc nil that is now 
left of them. They are unusually massive and 

richly and elegantly carved (Plates Vlll and XXXVI, fig. 2). The stairs 
leading to the roof and gallery are carried up the interior of these towers, and are 
entered from inside the mosqui by doors with neaUy carved architraves and arched 
heads, over which are carved pyramidal fronts (Plate XXX\ I, fig. 1). 

In the lower niches in front of the uiinars are two panels cut ividi a freedom 
and taste that recaU those in the fagade of the Jami' liasjid and die panel at 
Shaikh Farid's tomb at Pattana.‘ They are damaged in parts and suggest the 
probability that they belonged to some older Hindu building. On Plate XXXHl, 
fig. 1, is a di-awing of the front niche in the north minar, aiul fig- 2 of that in 
the south one. The panels on the north and south sides of each minaret are in a

Toof. Within this the second series of columns munhcra twenty-eight toimd the square, 
the third is necessarily of twenty shafts, tmd within this again a square of twelve, 
measuring 18 feet 4 inches inside the pillars, and suppoTting the central dome over the 
octagon formed hiy lintels resting on iliem. This central square had its entrance on the 
south side and iraa once anrrounded by trellis-work screens between the shafts—now 
nearly all carried off or destroyed. 

The square of twenty pillars rises through the roof on short upper pillars that 
enclose a gallery surrounding the central dome, and the area—about 38 feet square—is 
covered by thia dome with four amalleT ones at the corners. The two tombs under the 
dome have been robbed of their carved marble coverings. 

The mosque has long been entirely disused; the open space between the jnasjid 
and rattfo is utilised for drying co>v-dnng cokes for fuel, spinning silk, preparing 
rice, &c., and the interior of the rauza la full of rubbish, and together with the 
masjid—was long kept in a condition that is disgraceful to the Muhammadan 
Panchayat having charge of it. 
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CHAPTER VH. 

THE RANI RUPAVATI JUASJID AND TOMB LN MERZAPUR, KNOWN AS 

THE QUEEN'S MOSQUE. 

PLiiTES I, IX, XXXVJ, 3, AND XXX\TI-XXXIX. 

rilEE Ml rz a pur Masjid is one of tJie mf>st beautiful mosques in tke city, and stands 
^ on die main street leading from the Karanj northTraids to the Delili gate. Its 
minareta fell from the earthquate of March I Si 9, and no draivTiig or view of the 
mosque, while it was a till undamaged, has come down to ua. 

It is said to tiilte its name from two ladies of the rojal household who were buried 
in the adjoining Rmiza, but in whx>se reign tliey lived or what the exact date of the 
maajid is not on record. The Bonihay Oazcttecr (voL, VIII, p, 278), saye that it wuh bndt 
probabh' in the latter year's (1430—1440) of Sultan Ahmad's reign; but there seems no 
record on which to base such a statement; areliitectuially it certainly does not belong 
to an earlier date than the reign of Ma^mM Shah I, anti not bnprobably to that of 
MugulFar Shdh H (15M-1526). 

Comparing its oruamcntal details w'ith those of Bibi Achut Kuki’s on the one liand, 
and of the Hdni Sipari’s on the other, we must feel that it is later than the former 
(A.D, 1472), Lhongh po€sail)ly not quite as late as the latter (A.D. 1614). It belongs to 
that mixed style or combination of the arcuate brought in by the Muhammadan 
conquerors, with the trabeato which the Hinclfl workmen manipulated with such 
success. During the reign of Mahmud Shih I. both styles were prevalent side by aide ; 
and in the mosques just noticed we have some of the best surviving esamphjs of 
the trabeate Him 13 style. In this mosque, however, we have a fairly successful 
<;ombinatiou of the arch and lintel (see Phiio 1). 

Over the walls it mcasnres 103 feet in length by 46 feet from front to back, and 
inside 93 i feel by 361 feet (Plate XXXVH). The roof has three large domes, and 
the fafiide has a wide arched entrance opposite tie central and higher one, flanked 
by the minarets, and sniidler enirancea—also arched—opposite the other two side 
domes. These secondary entrances have balcony windows on each side, and again a 
lattice window near the ends of the fagade. In the back wall are also four lattice 
tvindows, with two ulhuiu and an open balcony one in each end. 

Each of the three domes is supported by twelve pillars arranged in squares, 
which leave a passage or aLsle along the front, back and end walls, as alaci between 
these squares. The domes are eacih 19 feet wide at the lintels of the octagons on 
which they rest. Tn front of, and behind each of these are small domes, as also at 
the ends of the mosque, whilst the other small spaces are roofed in the onlinary 
way, by flat stones cutting oil the comers of ihc squares, so that the remaining 
space can be covered by one square flagstone. 
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Aj 3 La Otlier moscinRS of tlie style, tLe central part of the fa 9 ade, for about 
46 feet in length, is raised eonBidenibly above the general level of the rest of the 
roof, making room for the great oeniral arched, entrance, and at the same time 
screening off a clereetorey by means of which some light is admitteil under the 
central and Iiigheet fioiue covering the gaUcry, This gallery the p^pel of which ts 
richly curved—anrronads three sides of the area, and the pillars within the entrance 
are Lurried up through the second storey, a height o£ 15 feet, to above the hcail 
of the centnd ni-clu They arts in plan six pointed, and the adjoining faces are at 
right angles to one another, so that there are six re-entrant angles betiveen the 
points of I5(r each. They have very carefully caned bases and cmQlures at four 
different heights and cixrry a curved frieze (see Plate JvXXVll, fig. 2), 

I'he gallery is roofed over to the next Hue of pilkra, about S feet l>e^nd tho^^e 
of the dome; but the trellis-work between the outer piUars is now wanting. It is 
reached by the stnira that lead up from the jambs of tlie entrance and turn into 
the niinnrets. They are narrow and dark mtb awkward turnings. 

The minars-^though the turrets above the facade wid have now tot^ di^ 
appeared—are still remarkable for their rielmess of decoration (Phites 1 and XXXM, 
fig. 3). Every detail is ornamented, and the nicbea on the face and sides are v^ied 
tuid beautiful- indeed, the ornamentation of all the parts of this mosqua is Btnkmg 

in its delicacy. 

As Mr. Fergnsaon well romarkad^—** perhaps, aaer ah, the greatest beauty of 
this mosque is to be found in its detuils, especially in that beaulifnl fonn of tracery 
which ffiis the niches of the minarets. In every Jaina or Hmdil temple there a wa; s 
is on each hi.^e and on eacli storey a niohe which is oocupieil by a statue or group 
indicative of the worship to which the temple was dedicated.” Imag^, however 
the ibmiim could not tolerate, “ but ns the mehe was there and the Hindu aroMtecte 
did uol kuow what to substitute in its place, they letamed it, but filled it with 
traceiT, amnetimes pierced to form a window, Bometimos blind, as a mere ornament, 
Generailv these were drawn with so tree a hand, and at the same time so grac^y, 
that they form the most beautiful details, taken singly, m Ahmndabad. All am 
different, not only in detail but often in chnractcr.” Two ex^ples of these 
niche omamente are given in detail on Pbde XXXIX, figs. 3 and 4 and a thirrl 

on Plate XLTN', fig. _ 

The same elaboration is bestowed on the windows aa on the minfirs. Tiie 
Ixilcouy windows project from the wall, and are supported by most elaborately carved 
brackets umlor the sills — the outer faces of which aro covered with sculptured 
foliage, as im? also the lintels. The other windows are smaller, framed m sctilpturad 
mouldings tm.l filled with perforated lattice-work in every variety of pattern, usually 
arranged sj-mmetrically (see Plate XXX\TIT, fig. 1). 

lu the back wall, opposite each of the three chmiea, which are carved i^de, 
is n fj/'Wo or iiuhrdb^ of white marble ivith an enriched petii ment. These mibrabs

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are very elegant and not at all overlaid with oraanient: tha eentral and ricliest oae 
is represented on Plate XXXVTH, 2. Tlie rosette in the back and the lamp 
Lung from it by diains, is a survival and fully as promineut here as usual. 

Jn the floor in front of the central mihrdb is Inid a slab of black marble 
measuring about 5 feet fi inches by 2 feet 0 indies, the h£^ad of it rounded and 
entering the recess of the The backs of these mihrdhs in this masjid are 

square* Outside, on the back wall beliind them, are the iisital mouldeil ami carved 
buttresses, on which much attention ivas tdwaya bestowed. 

The mirahor is ascendwi by a steep sandstone stair on the north or right side 
of the principal qibla, but the canopy oyer it is gone. The roof, in the back aisle, 
in front of the central mlbrdh, is coverfid. by an octagonal slab beautifully carved as 
a pfitera and resting on four corner pieces* The illustration. (Plate XXXIX, figiS- 1 
and 2) will l>etter explain the design of tliis than any description and may render 
such superfluous. 

To sum lip, we have, in this luosque—to use It, Fergnsson s words an 
attempt to combine the Muhammadan arcuate style with the EhnlQ. trabeato archi¬ 
tecture ; and although the architects had got over much of the awkwardness that 
characterised their earlier eflforts In this direction, they had not yet conquered them. 
There is, for instance, a very disagreeable eontrast between the extreme richness of 
the miuarets on eadt side of the central attdi and the extreme plainness of the arch 
itaelf. The richness of the comice alwve it adds to the discordant effect. These 
parts the Hiutiu architects could manage perfectly ; but how to adorn an. arch they 
did uot know, and, strange to say, never learnt. Perhaps it may be said that the 
building giiina in majeaty and variety of outline what it loses in miity, by the 
introduction of these contrasts, and to some extent this is no doubt true. 

The tomb or belonging to this masjid stands on the north-east of it, upon 

a low platform 40 feet square, and has a verandah or corridor round it supported 
on twenty pillars having a small dome over cacli comer, with some neatly carved 
araljesques in. the spandrels of the squares which they cover. V\' itliin these is a 
square of twelve pillars which, supports a frieze rising above the roof of the veramlah 
anti supporting the principal dome of the tomb. This wall is prettily canned inside 
with square panels of geometric patterns and bands of frets (see Plate IX). 

It is a similar stmetiire to the tomb of Haul Sipari, “ but the architect has seen 
the defect in proportion pointed out in sqK^aking of that one, and lowered the base 
of the dome so us to bring it more into harmony ^vith the basement storey of the 
building."^ All remains of a screen of perforatol lattice-work between the pillam 
of the inner equare have long since disappeared, except a base for such along the 
east side. 

The tomb in the centre of this was tif white marble, but of the original 
structure only the side panels now remain, carved with the usual omnmeniation 
of lamps hanging from chains. The upper portion has been repaired in stone.

In 1824. the City Survey shoivs a ground area for the site of this mosque an 
tomb of 4438 square yards.

The premises Lave 
been for long greatly uegleeteU and are kept in a dirty ctoiditiou. The well 
originally belonging to this TVWBtiue, whieh now goes by the name of Sxiltan 
Ahmad's well, is some sisty yards away, near the citj' wall and Ijeyond the present 
limits of the area.‘

Other three mosques of siniilar style tind probably of about the same |>eriod may 
be here noticed. The first is at isanpur, a vilLige about three mil^ south from the 
Astotliya gate of the city, or nearly a mile and htdf l«yond SMh 'Alam, and almost 
two and a half miles N.N.E. from Batuva. The road to it from Shah ‘Alam skirts 
the cast side of what was the original embankment of the great Hand old tank. 
The vilhige is now held as an Inam Ijelonging to the head of the Shah ‘Alam 
establishment. 

This isanpnr mosque is a small deserlod one that seems to have no distinctive 
appellation, though sometimes called the Guniti mosque. It b sitmted dose by the 
tJe^habhdS Jivanlfd Mulji w^v or step-wed. 

It is open in front, like the preceding, «he facade having four pairs of coupled 
pillars in front, with other four dugle piUara along the middle of the door (see 
Plate XU). These support the roof of two rows of three domes each with two 
fiat-roofed spaces between. 

Inside are three qiUas, origimiUy carvetl in file richest style, though now much 
defaced, and the deilicatoiy inscription slab tom from ita place over the central one. 
In phm, two of these nw7ird?is are nearly semicircular and the central one is oblong. 
The usuid oniamentod buttrc‘sses ou the outsifle wall at the back are wanting their 
places being only indicated on the ija.se. 

lu each of tho end walls is an arched door and a window, and m the back wall 
are two windows-—most of the stone lattice-work that onx:e filled them being now 
Ijroken away. The pavement was being gradually carried off in 1885 ; and the 
north-west comer of the stmeture was also falling into disrepair. 

The minarets are solid turrets, like the other examples of this class, Irat am 
carved more elaborately, and are of a different style frinn any others in Abmaddhad 
—nearly every inch of'their height has been ovGrlaid uitb sculpture and uiouldLiga 
to an esteut that perhaps detracts from their elegance. They rise to a height of 
21 feet, but the tinials Heem to be wanting, if not the upper portion also of the 

piimaoles.

TJie third jiiasjid of the trnhfiate BtyJe to he noted here is that of Iljrahim 
Sayyid or Shahid (martyr)* wducht ’with the connected ranzu, is at Kangnlpnri, hi the 
village area of Raja pur Hirptir, on the way from the AsU>^iya gate to Shah Alani 
and north-west from the Kanbiriysi Talav (Plate XLU, 3). This mosque, in shae, plan 
and detail, is ait almost exact copy of the Shall K.hiih masjid already tiescribed. 

It 19 much, dilapidated, but repairahU'. The rainara are solid and 32 feet high, 
in three storeys and almost perfect. The panels or niches iu the ininars are liUed 
with heautifuUy carved foliage, of which an example freau the south aide of the south 
mindr is represented in detail on Plate XLTV, fig. 1. 

The open fa^aile has six pillars, nearly equally spaced, and inside are other 
twf) rows of the same nuiuber—the total length lieing 63 feet inside by 31 feet. 
deep; and the roof is covered by three rows of aeveu domes each* One of the 
beams in tJie mof having cracked., two fiiipports of brick and mortar have been 
inserted. There are three qiblas iu the hack wall, of sandstone—which perhaps 
acoDUiits for their still being left, though the in.scription shili in the tympammi of 
the central miJirdh has long aiuce been removed. In the back ivnU were four 
windmvH—one of them beliind the l™t the lattice-work has disappeared 

from all of them, except in that next in. the north end. Iu the end waUs are 
carved Imlcouy iviiulows supported ou brackets. The floor has been enlirely denuded 
of its ptivement. 

The Raij^i is plniu. the dome resting ou twelve pillars, but the pavement has 
been dug up uud the fpiiir or toinli totally removed. To the north-Oast of tbe mosqnc. 
in the area where tbe faqir lives who claims to l^e the owner of the mflajid, stands a 
brick tomh on a platform, well cared for, and under which Ibrahim bhalild is said 
to hiive been buried. It is shaded by a canopy painted yellow, green nnd red, and 
the shrine is much veoerateti by die ItusaUmm eouimunity. “Legeud slates that iha 
position of the tomb changes by the length of one rl™ graiu evety- year: and to 
have ulroiidy moved some three yards fniiii its original position.”" Without such an 
indication we need liave uo dithculty, on urchitectuml grounas, iu siscribhig the 
building to about the middle of the sixteenth ecutury. 

Graves tu front of tlie luosque inrlluate that burials have taken place up to tho 
verj" entrance.

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'Die area ia front of Oie moBtiue is nearly square and is BuTTcntnded on the 
three reuiaitting aides by an open corridor or piazza 12 feet wide, with small doni^ 
and tint roofs over altemate spaces between the pillars. Entrance porches on le 
north and cast sides lead into tlie corridors, which also mn into the north and aouth 

^vingti of the 

'rho endosure within the corridora measures 841 feet wide by 112^ feet m length, 
and in the centre of it stands the doin&l ranai or dargdb, <19 feet square, ooufitnict^ 
on the usual plan, the roof being snpportetl on two concentric squares of coluiiu^— e 
mitur of twenty and the inner of twelve, so ananged that eight of the latter form a 
regular <x!tagoTi, on which the central dome rests. Round it—at the outer corners 
and middle of each sid^ro eight small domes. And whUe the a^angemen o 
the columns of the darg;di corresponds in tlieir apacings with ihose of the mo^ue, 
the corridors on the north, cast and south aides are also made to agree lo^e 

of the tomb. , 

Inside the dargdh there appear to have l>een two high qahra or tombs, covered 

with marble, bnt they have been destroyed, and now there are at least seven graves 
tinder the rtwf of the ruuza. The floor has also been torn np and carried off. 

iTiU masjid has a distinct architectural character of its own. Jt has no mimirets 

or access to the rwf for the mu’esaw, since, l>eing a small and private or tolly 

mosque, the azdn, or summoos to preyer, ivould he given by the imilm or leader o 
the devotions, whoever he migh* be,-even a member of the tody. 

The facade is supported on six eoiipletl pUlara with shafts ahont 

sciuare-the two spaces at the ends and that in the midtUe being each 7 feet wide, 

and the intermediate ones 4 feet 4 inches. These thr^ openings Imve pointed arches 
rising higher in the facade than die side wings, which are trabeaie. The cen 
areh is cuspe<l, and the pillars on each side of it are carried up m front of the 

wall- 

Bihkrt the IcKBde a paeaage 7 ttel ttide rniis the length of the m^ne, o^g

«hh a Zi peadant tom its apex. On tbs flanks of this only the «n.rel guerre 
on each Bde^rise In the same height and are covered hy smaller domes, whilst a 
third snmll dome covers die middle space immediately behind die fnptde. The rest 
of the inOiKiue roof is flat (Plates XT, XIsIIl). 

Inside were once three very otaiite qililtm or m»r*s-in lion with the tlireo 
domes—but the eeiitral and finest one, which most prolmUy had a historic mmrip ion 
over it, Ims lieon tom otit and removed for the sake of the marble. 

There are four windows of perforated atone in the hack wall and three m each 
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end Itioking" into tlie domed areas that flmik the mosque. Twenty years ago moat of 
these windo'^^‘a were iu fair preserratien. 

In this whole struetui-e there is a unity and cojnpaciness of design and mi 
adaptation to its propw pinpoae as a private eUaiiel that mnk it with the Ijeet of the 
Mubaiumatlan remains in Giijanit. Ti is not so elabtirately carved us Miihatix Khan's 
in the city, but the fa^de is elegant in the tasieful application of tlie oruaiiieut lo 
ilfl atructnral featureij, ft belongs, as we may confidently assign it, to the first 
quarter of the sixteenth century. 

It ia much to be regretted that it has been hitherto so utterly neglected. The 
fiooring has been largely tom up and destroyed for the sake of the slabs; much of 
the coping of the fsQsde is gone': and the u^hole area is overgrown with weotls.

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Tho four snuJl windows in tiio back wall were filled in witli carved stouo 
lattice- work, and in each end is a neat balcony window supported on carved braeketB. 

The throe are of marble and tafitelully carved, the pediments over them 

varying somewhat in minor details from the forms of earlier date. Outside, behind 
them, are buttresses, richly monlded as usual. 

The mimlmr or pulpit is of the high imttem rising by a stair 7 feet 0 inches 
from the fitxir, but is of brick and lime. 


The minarets project about 10 feet in front of the masjid and stand on bases 
Id feet square.

The floor is of white and yellow marble, mnoh in the chanicter 
of tlifli of Nawab Shaja'at Khan's moisqne. It contains three tombs, two of w-hich 
were in good condition fifteen yearn ago, with the marble coverings complete. Imt the 
third geeuied to have been despoiled of its omumeutal slabs. 

This tomb enclosure is entirely oversown with trees and brnshes and lias lieeu 
utterly neglected. 7’he area in front of the mosque is used-^by silk-weavers for tlie 
preparation of warps for looms, and the rent from this is 20 rnpees per aimum. 
Hie south wtUls of both endoaures have been bailt against by private dwellings.*

Nang Sam, GagS Nnsd, or Ganj Tuilyat Shall'e niasjid is close to the ShiUipnr 
gate, on the west side of the fitreet, and, though of hriefc and mortar, It appeals ta 
have been of some architoctnnd pretensions. It was built in the time of MahmOd 
Shah ni (Iij37“15y4) in Jionoiir of Ganj ‘Inayat. It has five brick and an 

Inscription on a marble tablet over the central one, but the building has for long lieen 
roofless and ruined. The mseription reads thus:—

'L’he mosque was to the west of it, and near it to the north-west 
stands tlie Tlmi?a of Shnh Ghyas-ad-diii, the father of ShaL 'Abd-nl Waliliab, and of 
Suyyid Abilu 1 Jalil, the gmiidsou of the latter. Though plain and miioli niiiicd, it 
apjieais to have bocu once a line building. In the mosque ii-ere a uiimlier of 
inscriptions on marble slabs containing usual (luotaiione from the ^orfjji, one 
mentioning the Hauza of Sliali Ghyaa-adnUu and hJs son Malik Sari rat Sayyid 
dnlil, whilst another mentions the diratb of HuknKil-huqq in A.ll. 12CK) or A.D. ITSfi. 
The area iiclouging to these bnihlings in iS24 B 3 nei.idt.d to 2 acrisi 3 roods and 
18 perches; since then a small poriiciu has been appropriated as i>rivate property 
and another for roads, leaviiTg 2 acres I roofl and gD perches, (L., p, 100, Xo. 0tj, 
and pi>. 202-3; Ji.L., A'o, 40, and p. 308.)

Xiiwab Shahjahan Khan and Afomin KMn’s Masjid and 'Alikh^a Masjid were 
situated almijt 330 ynrtls from the Mindipur Rani Rnpavau Alosque and half that 
distance east from the preceding. iTicise l>uaJinge, np till about fifty yearn ago, 
occupied a large area: but a Faqir aquatted in it, aseuined the position of owuer^

In 1864 he sold an area of 2285 square yai’ds to a Airs. King, a Eursiaiati 
who built a dweUing-liouse on it. Gradually ehe appropriated otlier portions and 
removed all the original aiructiirefi except a small Mausolenm with T>erforated wade 
built for a Miilmmnmdan wife of Genend BiiUantyne. which she useil as a fowl-house 
after removing the tomb. On die grmmd she built other two houses .ind in 1871 
the qioliations were finally confirmed by Mr. J. H Oliphanl, the Collector* Ml that 
remins of the origimd iwoperty is a smaR encloseil graveyard with an area of 
loC square yards, withuat any means of access to it. In the centre of this eueloenre 
IS a marble tomb with a headstone bearing an inscripiiim in memory of 
Muhammad Ja‘far AEjm-ad^iaiilak Salmi, alias Momin Khan, who figured kiffelv 
m ll.e strusglo. in U„inrJ. wUL U,e Mnr,-.!hnn. and was iiftv^nvnntl. v!..en,v „( 
nujaral frmn 1,® till liM dcurh.

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CHAPTER SVr 

MUHAimADAN MOSQUES AND TOMBS IN THE SUBURBS, &c< 

riTHE Btm'ey of tiic nrtliitet'tivral remains in the suburbs of Ai^iuhtbad, of 
those within tlie city, lias only inclnded the more notable and better known; 
tlie number in the Bubiirba and neighbouring villages is not ascertiiini'd, but a few 
notes respecting some of them may be added in closing this account of the 
structures witnessing to the former greatness of the city, 

1. Tojobs of ‘Azaii a}sd Mu'izatiJi Khan. 

To the sonth-'west of the city on the way to Sarkhej, and Bcareely a mile 
lieyond Palili Kockrab ia a massive brick mnnsolenm, like that of Darya Khan, and 
probably of about the same age, A.D. 1-157. It ia the tomb of two liTothore—Azam 
find Mu azzam Khan, who were Khurasdnis and said to have beeu very b hi Ifni 
archers. The Mirdt-i-Sikandart says they built this tomb at Shdh Gnman ivith a 
imsjid close by, and a tank, but because one of them had committed a soriouB crime, 
the tank vtnuld not bold water. Tradition wunld have us believe that they were the 
architects of Sarkhej, and enriched themseh'es at the expense of the workmen thev 
employed,^ The mosqne seems to have entirely riisappeared, 

9. Rau?a of QJtatii Khan. 

About baK a mile north of Koehrab, and about as far west from the Bhoilr is 
the small village of ChhndavSd, where is the rauza of QaeLm KhSn, It stands on 
Giivemnient land of five aud n third acres in exteut, and the building—once a fine 
one with a high dome, but much dilapidated from neglect—is not claimed by anyone, 
but is need by the tenants of the laud.

form of roof is always emplnyerl j this, convertetl into britk and plaBtar, became tho 
style of Bengal, and spread in the latter part of the Eeventeenth century to tfeldi. and 
later to the Panjah, and since has become largely adopted all over Hindustan.* Tims, 
early in the eighteenth century it appears in the great palace of Jayasingh at Jaypnr, 
ami in the nincteeulh it has been adopted by an Koglish engineer in the Albert 
iRiTseum at the saoitr clty^ 

This style is exemplified in these two tombs at Ahmadab&d, constructed in the 
eighteenth century, hut in l.ruubIoua times whidi pmhnps prevented any further 
imitation.

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CHAPTER XVll. 

HINDU AHMADABAD. 

Axgiekt CiTi': Jaisa TempIuEs fk the Citv ; S^ii Hemakiiai’s Tesiplf-

T ONG bofore Al’.imacl Slidli laid out tlifl Liipital for Ua kingdam, tliere liad been 
J-J a town on tlie site of the modem city. About A,D. 1070 Kurna Solanki is 
Bald to Imve attacked a powerful Bhilla chief named AsS, who ruled at AsSpalll 
or A^aval, close to where the old step-well af Mdtil BIiaTani is—^and wliilst in the 
distnctf he built n temple to the goddess Kocliaraba, Tvhieh ranst have been at 
the present vlUagp of Kochrab on the west aide of the river, opposite to AhmaddbLid. 
He 15 also credited with founding a cky nnder the name of Karnavatl, which Las 
been geuemlly regarded as the predecessor of Aljuiadahad. Id the following reign 
Srideva, a great Jaina doctor, is mentioned as residing in an Upasraya, connected 
with a Jaina temple there, and the famoiis Hemachandra seems to have been brought 
up in the hoiiE^e of the minister or l(X*al govemnr Udavana of the same city. At 
a later date we find the city designated as Srinagara, and evidently a place of 
great importance. 

But though the Bhadr still retains its old name, from a temple of Bhadrakali, 
there is scarcely any reference in Muslim histoiy to this earlier city. We find piUars 
and carved slabs, indeed, in the earlier mosques, that were certainly taken from much 
older Hindu temples. 

But during excavations made in the Bhadr some twenty years ago, considerable 
portions of ancient Hindi! sculptures were brought to light. Of these several csampleB 
are iUnsti'ated on Plates LX\T1 and LX\ HI. Pigmes 1 and - are proljably from 
some panelled screen, of a Jama temple of abont the twelfth cenlnry, and bear some 
descriptive inscriptiona in characters of that period; 3 is a form o£ Siva as Natela; 
4 represents Viahpu mounted on Sesha, in a way quite analogiiim to that in the 
roof panel of iho Miinod temple,* though the knotting of the bodies of the Niigas 
more closely resembles that on a large slab iu the great Jaina temple at Ranpur 
in Godwar, Figures 5 and fi are representations of Mahishamardani or Mahitfliagh-ni, 
—a personification of Dnrga or Cbaipdii—slajung the named Mahisha*. Figure 7 

has represented Gane^, die chief of the gobliuK, and fig. S is ihc same divinity 
with a female Eented on his kneewho this may represent it is flifllcult to say, 
since it is generally understood that the elepliant-hcaded god has no Sakti ascribed 
to him—on the groum) that be has never foimd a partner equal in beauty to his 
mother Parvati, Figure 9 has repreGented a four-armed Kali, the terrible Sakti of 
Siva, hokliiig n skull in one of her left Inmds; fig. 10 perhaps represented a form

It will be noted that though die majority of these fragments bebngs to the 
Vaiahnava sijct, Saiva divinltica are oIbo fairly representetl: the aealptnres, however, 
are of inferior artistic merit.

Notwitbstandiag all the efforts of the Huharnmndaii rulers to fitamp out the 
Juiua religion in Gujarat, it continued to he practised and buildings to he erected 
for its ritual during the whole period of their ride, and there are now some htmdred 
and twenty temples of this sect in Ahrmulahad, which is the headquarters of the 
Gujarfit Jains. Besides, in every Jain’s or Sravak’s house, there is a cellar 
(bheyai'u^) containiug images upon on altiir for the family worsHp, 

Of the Jaiiia temples, many of course require no notice, Imt a few of the more 
notahle maj^ he meutiuned. In the ilmidvl pol of the Jamalinir ward, is a temple 
known as tho Samara or Sameta SIkham, from its containing mi ideal repi^ 
aentatiun of Simuneya or Sjimeta Sikhara—the religious title of Mount Parsvanfitha 
in the TTaziribagh diatrict of Bengal, which is particularly sacred among the Jaiuas, 
and where, they say, twenty-one out of their twenty-four iVrhals or Tirthnkaraa 
attained to moh^ha or deliverance from transmigration,-^aU. in a standing 
attitude.' Hence it is visited hy Sravak pilgrims from the itmotest parts of India; 
and those who cannot undertake the long ]Hlgriniage pay their devotions to its 
leprestmtations here nnd elst^where. For there are other temples in huuour of the 
holy mount: thus in the two wings of the temple of V.astupfihi and Tejahpiila on 
Tuount Girnaf are solid stnicturea called satnosanas, built in tiers,—tluit in the 
south wing being Sameta Sikhara, and the other Suniem or a personified Mount 
ileru ; and on Sutrniijaya, near the great temple of Adindtha, is another of Sameta 
Sikhara, with a representation of tlie siuiie sort.® 

Tliia temple in the Man fin pol consists of a hirge room, the roof of which is 
supported by pillars about li^ feet from the walls—four across each end and six on 
each side — including the comer ones. The eutnuice is close to die south-euet 
corner, and lunir the soiitli end of the west side is a shrine in the wall confcaitihig 
the image of raravnniithii, with other smaller Jinas in brass and marble. The floor 
is of beaiililnlly inlaid marble. But dm north end of the area within the pillarH is

The ^vlL^;)le ia mov^ed by nujchauisni^ 
by which the little figures dance round the temples to which they are attached. 
A wire raihng surrounds this huge toy» aiid a silt canopy hangs aver it, 

llus temple is ascribed to the second half of the seventeenth centurv, and is 
said to liave cost lj3fi,000 rupees; but another veraion aaj's it was binlt by one 
Rupvijayii at much less coat, and the money raised by subscription. 

lu the same neighbourhood, in Toknrsilh’g po], is an old temple of Godi 
Parsranithn, built by the Jaina paticJt, at a coat, it is said, of about luill a Inkh 
of mpeee. 

In the Khadiyit ward in Kalupur jg au old temple o£ Sambhavanfitha, the third 
Tirfhakara, which. Like many others, has an nndergroiuid cellar (bhoiferuh), contaiii- 
lug images of Sambhava and of tlhintilniaii-iiatha. These undcrgroTind cellars seem to 
hale been introduced to save, if possible, their valued images h'om the iconoclastic 
propensities of the Muhammadans.* 

There are nlso, in this division, an old temple of Neminatba in the Cliang-pul, 
and bvo in the Fhatasa-pol,^one of Maliavlm, rebuilt in lS6fJ by Seth LhoablulJ 
Eiipohand, and the other, known as Hansandthji's, rebuilt in ISGt? by Sethani 
TTarkuhwarbiu. The same lady, in 1850, also built a temple of Dbarmanfttha—the 
fifteenth Arbat—in the Jahksabpol of the Daiy4pur division, at a cost of 30,fKJ0 rupees. 

The temple of Adi^vara Rhagavfin in Jhaveriwad;! was renewed about 1850 
by ceth Lallubhai Panfichimd. Its underground erfiar is about 17 feet square, is 
entered from the west side, and in iho east end is the shrine containing three large seated 
Tirthakaras on a lung marble phnth wdth small standing figures {Myotsarga) between ; 
die ceuiral Jinn is Adis%'am Bhagavan or Rishabliojiatha. The shrine is cat oif from 
the mart da pn by a waU with three doorways in it^ through w*liich the inmges are seen i 
one of them is dated Sath, 1606 or A.D. 160y. 

The hall is domed on very flat arches, cutting oil die cornens of the square, and in 
ihfi north anil gonth walls are throe small recesses as for images, whilst the floor is laid 
with coloured marbles. On the west and east of the dome and in the comers, shafts 
open into the floor above, and through gratings admit a certain anionnt of light m 
H'oll as air. 

The stair passes round tlie south-west corimr of this hull and lands in the south- 

of the larger hall above. In the lower landing of die stair, opposite the entrance, 
ia a niche containing small figures of LoHubhai Pimiicliand and his wife. 

The upper hall k square, with a marble floor, surroTnided by a square of twelve 
pdlars, and in the midille of the area they surround are three of die gratings giving

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light to tho lower floor. The pilljiTa support an arcUitravo over which aro coloured 
glass windows. In six recesses in the walls are figures of the Talishas ami Ttakshi^s 
that attend tlia diff erent Tjrlhakaras, among which are readily I'oeogiiizetl Gomukha 
and t ImkreSvari, tbi! attcndimts on Adinatluj, :md also Ajiia ami Satfirakd belonging to 
Pushpadantn the ninth Jina, togethej: with their cognisances or c/ii/mae. The shrine la 
on the eaat side, has very elaborately carved wowlen dwra, and contains live principal 
seated figures, of white marble, about two and a half feet high; the central one 
representing Suvidliinfitlia or Pushpiiduntii is slightly larger than the others 
and wears a golden crown, whilst many smaller figures are placed among the Jinaa 
on the same plinth. 

In the pr^l£Ja7^s?t^^(^n or passage hehlud the images, are other two gratings over 
ahafls from tlie lower hall; and all round the shrine walls are litUB recesses for 
figures of the Jain a mythology- Above the heads of the principal huages the woUa 
arc filled in with iooking-ghiss: below they are mostly coloured red, and the pillars, 
lintels tuid roof are of carved wood. Outside this hall is a niarbln-flocirfid room 
leading to the street* Ijakshiuiclimid Kushalcliand is said to liave repaired or rebuilt 
the temple, or pavt of it, in 1844 A*D. 

The temple of Samhhavaniithii, the third Tirthaknra in -IhaveriwadS-pol, is 
one of the krgest flnd oHetit of these sbrinea, and is said to have been built at 
an expense of a lakh of rupees. Outeide, it is verj' plain and unpretentious, whilat 
inside it cousista of three apartments—-a viaiidapo or portJi, the ,Saf)ha ma(tdapa or 
assembly hall, and the mjinuTidir or shrine. The floora are lai<l with coloured 
marbles and the roof supported on pillars. From the principal hall a stair leads 
down to an underground temple of the same size imd plan anti similarly tiniBlied. 
The images arc three Tirthakaras o I tout double life size. 

In Wisa-pol, in Jliaveriwada is an old temple of Jagavail abba Parsvanatha, 
which has two underground cellai^, one contiviuing a statue of Jagivvallabha Parsvanfitha 
with a smaller statue on each side; and the other baa an image of Adi#vara with 
smaller figures alw> on each side* 

There are several other temples Iteeitles these in the Datyapura ward of the city, 
most of which have been restored by wealthy Sravaks within the last eighty yems.’^ 

Tub CtRE*\t Jauta Temple of Stfu HAnnsiyoa. 

*i*he most notable Jaina teniplc, however, at Ahmadubfid is that of Sefh 
Ha this high, son-in-law of Seth Hemabhai Vakhatclmud, which stands just onteide 
the Dehli gate on the right of tho way to Sliah-i-Bagh. Togtsther with a DharmoAtila 
and a large mansion close by, it was finished in 1848 at an ontlay of about, a million 
rupees. The three buildings occupy a large rectangular area, the mansion standing 
next to the road with a classic portico and coutatning some handsome rooms. 

The temple itself, with its enclosing cloister^!, measurea over oh about 12G feet 
from north to south—and, exclusive of the entrance porch on. the east, 16tJ feet from 
east to west. The court is snrronndt'd by cloiatora (bhawti) in whicli, l^esidee three

each crowned by a siMmra or epire. Ag will lie seen from t’kte LXIX, this gives 
a dignity to the enter encloaure, combined with a meaning which is seldom found 
m any other style of architeclure, and the whole arnmgement leads pleasingly up to 
the central feature, ahoiving great skiU in the euhordmatiou of the varioiis parts. 

The inner Jh^ide of the cloisters or hhaMi (3kr. bhrama) is interrupted only bv' 
the three small temples mentioned above, by the larg^ entrance porch on the cast, 
and by smaller entrances on the north and south near the oast end. llie corridor 

JB about nine f«et wide all ranml and is raised by four steps above the level of die 
court. 


llie entrance porch on the tiast projects considerably and is flanked inside by 
stairs, in line with the IkaTnti on each side; these rise above ihu roof of the upper 
storey in turrets of the broken square " pattern employed in the siJtJmm*, 

From outside some seven steps k^d up to the platform of the external porch 
^•h 19 of great magnificence, two storeys in height and most elabomtely otnamented. 
This porch has two aiivanced pillare and other four in front of the entrance The 
plaifonn is broken on the south side by a .simdl old Saiva shrine for the muoval 
of which, it K said, a very large euin of money was offered on the part of Setli 
Hathismgh and the Snivaks, and the porch wns long left □nfinished in the hope of 

Its acceptance. Tins wtis refused, and finally tho cell was left undisturbed, but biidt 
closely round on three aides. 

The doonvay leading into the court is nniok inferior to most of those of an 

earlier period ; the jamlis and lintel are cut ui> into many eompartinentB and tilled 

trith small figures too numerous and too mutdi alike in grouping and size to he 
effective, llie columns of this porch at once strike ns as tiesigned after those in 

the temple on Mount Abu and others, whilst those of the temple itself are iliffereut 

and resemble more those of the kter Somaji's Chaumiddi temple at SatniDjaya. 

The temple was dcsigued aud constructed uuiler the direction of a mfdt or 
master-mason named Premachaud. Fifty years ago Mr. A. K. Forbes thus stated the 
custom jn such a case, which is stiU prevalent in rndia; ^‘MVhen a Rajput chief 
erects his new residence, or a Jaina merchant consecrates a shrine to his religion — 
no drawmgs are made, but the general design, widj the accommodation r^iiirod * is 
described m words by the nlja or the ^eth to the principal or master-mason. 

*.^ch lately cret:ted edifices us are within reach are then examined, with tho view that 
they may be used as models, and the Improvements desired are suggf'sted at tliia 
time or during the progress of the work, by one or other of the parties, tho handi¬ 
craftsmen being by no means excluded, and the result is an edifice siibafantiallv the 
fiamo as tliose which immediately preceded it, but more adapted to tho tasieJ and 
exigencies ol the day. Tliat these instee are alwoys purer tlian tho.'se which formerly 
provailttl IS more, of couree, than can be asserted, at a time when the fak« principle 

of servilely ^itutmg a fomgu model (because foreign) is alrendr beginning to exercise

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The teiiiple itseU consists of the usual three parts : an open muiK/ap on a baae 
ubout 37 feet square, with, a dotiblc row of pillars on the three exposed sides, and 
roofed by a large ribbed dome standing on the twelve inner pillars. On each of 
the three outer sides it lut? a hu'ge projecting poreh. Beyond diis is the principal 
—24^ feet square Inside, ahso with projecting porches on the north and 
south sides two suireys in height; all porches are approached hy steps from the east. 
In the inner comer of this mapdapa are two rooms, and in the front corners stall's 
lead to the upi>er Htorey, w*hich is roofeil in that style peculiar to Jaina temples, 
consisting of rows of sloping little moulded forms resembling a til i ng of watcriaua. 
Three dooi^ with richly carved Lhreabolds lead from the hall into the shrine, wliich 
is about 22 feet La length liy 0 in depth—the plinth or throne along the back wall 
bears three larger figures of Tlrthakaraa and many others of various sizes. 

The central figure is that of Dharmanutha, the fifteenth Jma, to whom the 
temple is dedicated, whose symlwl is the vajrd or thunilerbolt, and his attendant 
genii the Yahsha Xhmara and the Yah^^i Kandarpa. liite the mandnpa, the 
shrine has an upper storey whidi is Bunnouuted by a triple spire of the nsnal 
pjTamidal form with slightly curving sides, erowmed hy kaloda^ and surmounted 
by flags. 

Under the west side of the portico is a long imdergroimd room with two small 
iduinea on the west aide and other two rooms on the east. This apartment is reached 
liy a stair leading down from the court on the south side. 

The temple has been finished with as mneh wealth of ornament as in the Ix^st 
days of the style, which lias but little degenerated front its former excellence. But 
the scnlpiuro is poor and the details have lost in purity. StLli its whole arrangeuient 
is very perfect. “ Each part,*' as Mr. Eergnason renmrked, “ goes on increasing In 
dignity as we approach the sanctuary. T’he asterior expresses the interior more com¬ 
pletely (btu' even a Gothic design; and, whether looted at from its courts Plate 
LXXi) or from the outside (Plate LXIX), it possesses variety without confusion and 
an appropriateness of every part to the purpose for which it was intended.”* 


HiSbO Tbmvles. 

In the preceding iiccoiint no notice has Ijeeti tJitcn of the Brahmanical or 
strictly Kinilfi temple. They are nuineroufl, of course, in a largo city like AhmadaMd, 
but few uf them are old or of architt^cturnl merit. There is, however, one deserving 
of some notioe—that of the followers of Svanii Saraviina. This sect was founded 
in the early part, of the nineteenth century by a Sarvaiyn Brahman niirae<l 
Ghanasayania, horn at (!’lihiipaya, a village a little to the north of .Aytxlhya in 
Audh, in 17S0. He became an ascetic ami under the name of Xilakaptlia viaitetl 
religious shrines, and came to Kalhiawild where in IStHJ he took the name of 
Saliajdaaiid, and began to preach a reformed type of the Vaishl^va reli^ou, 
inculcating a moral, and even ascetic life. He made numerous converts in Gujarat,

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8€sumcd the title of Svaiui Nai'Sya^a, imcl eFJtabliBhed two gddis or seats of episcopal 
rule—Ahmadlhad and Vadtal (in Kliedd distriet); but Gadhadu, Mnri and Jimaga^ 
are also recognised as having their own temples and seats of authority. Svdmi 
Ndrajanu died at Gadbndd in 1899.* * At these ciPes and in many otlmr towns, 
sect have temples—aonie of them large and noteworthy and with connected momuftic 
GiStahlishiiients. Their temple at Ahuiadahad is situated about oiX) yards south-east 
from MnhafiJa Khan's niosqne; it was completed in 1850, and is in the nsnal 
Hindfl style. The shrine, like Seth Hathismgh’s, has three spires over the cells 
where tie images of KrMnB. Radhfi and Sv^mi Narayana himself are placed; and 
the map^pa or hall ia roofed by an octagoniil dome supported, as usual, on twelve 
pillars. The one difference from die prevalent Jaina form is that the angles are 
blled in, making the porch squarer than is usual in Jaina temples, though this form 
is sometimes used by tbetu itlso; and it is not an improvement but destroys that 
play of outline wliieli is the great charm of the original ariaugement. Barring thia 
slight defect, the design of the whole is not unworthy of the earlier style. Its 
gateway is wanting in purity of detail and in perfect proportion, but is still so 
beautiful that it would be extrumcly interesting to trace back its hum to tbe 
origiunl *

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CHAPTER XVHI. 

VIIiAMGAM AND MAN DAL; KAPADYANJ AND SARNAL. 

VlRAMGAa.

"¥7 IE. A MO AM is ii tuwQ of alwnt 23,(X){) inhabii-antSi lying 35 miles nearly ilno 
” west from A^madiLLud, and coimected with, it by a mil way whir-h Tjranches 
here to MehaAua lying northwards, to Patri and EMraghoda to the west, and to 
WadJiw^ and Katbiawad to the fioutli-east* It has always been, a place of con¬ 
siderable importance, and about A,D. IKX) Mayanalladevi, the mother of Sidclharaja 
is creilited with, the formation of an artihcial lahe known as the Manana sa'rlovar 
—and now called Manasarovar or M^nsar tahlv, on the west of the town—whielt 
is still its chief beauty. From this and two other reeerii'oira—the Gahgaear lake 
on the south and sonth-east and the Dhnniya ttiiav in the south-west, the town is 
supplied w'ith water. 

The Manaaarovar is irregular in shape, hut supposed to resemble the conch 
shell (Plate LXXR), and is quite surrounded by a gJidt or flight of stone steps 
leatling down to the water. 

Collecting from die west the water forms a smaE late and is thence received 
through a stone grating in the west side into a dtrep octagontd hunda or silt well, 
ha^'ing niches in the sides occupied by images in bold relief. Prom this Jui^da it 
passes~liy a niasoniy channel through five circular openings—three above and tu'o 
below—^into the lake. Over the terrace covering the tunnel is a large pyramiflal 
roofed pavilion—repaired by the Mariithas—behind which are five shrines of the usual 
size dedicated to Bauchardji, locally styled Mansar MatS, 

On tlie platform above the ghdf or steps were raised a multitude of small shrines, 
each with its separate spire; originally there must have been in all about 520, but 
almost a tliird of thoee are ruined, especially along the uoi-th side and east end, where 
the platform has partially subsided and thrown them forward ; but 357 are still left. 
With one or two exceptions these shrines are very small and of one pattern (Plates 
LXXir and LXXIIT, figs. 2, 3 and 4), 

The shrines on the north side of the lake were all Vaiehnava; those on tho 
east end were most probably Saiva, but the floors have been tom up. All the 
shrines on the south side and south half of the west side arc Saiva, and have 
figures of Mahiikal, Bhairava and Natefia outside—on the right, left and back, 
or east, west and south walla. In the two larger double temples on the south-east 
(Plate LXXITT, fig, 1), Bhairaya is on the sides towards the lake and MahakflJ on 
the south sides, whilst Nntesa is on the back of each and Qane^ on the door 
lintels. These larger temples have a on twelve pillars between the pair of 

shrines: the west shrine ivas Vaish^va whilst the east one was Saiva. Ilie colls 
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in each casa are hilly douhle the dimeivjioiia of the others round the lake. On the 
north side, near the east end, are two long rooms with three niches in the back 
walls, and one in ea*ch end ; the dgiires round the doors of these may perhaps bo 
"Vaishu^wa l)ut Ganesa occupies the dedicatory block on the lintels. Thej'* have had 
a verandfdi iu front with overhauging balcony. West of this is a descent or slope 
for cattle and on the west side of It, a somewhat larger shrine than nsual facing 
east is Sulva the only one on this side. The anFronjiding jhd/ Is interrupted iii 
several places by rfiadwaj's, which descend to the water’s edge. The appearance of 
this fine shtiel of water is represeuted iu the photographs on Plate LXXI\", the first 
being a vieiv from near the double tetuples along the Ewnth side looking Avest, and 
the second another view along the east end looking northwards.

About fourteen miles north’West from Virarugam aud in the same taluka is 
Man dal, a town of some WXX) uihiibitauts. It Avaa also a place of some imp>rt.ance 
in mediaeval times, and appears to have been under Jhala chieftains till the time 
of iBahfidur Shah of Gujarat, Avben Yiramgam and lilfindal were annexed to (he 
ruyal domains. It contains some kandsomB temples, Init the principal remains are 
four Musiihnan masjids—the Jami’, Sayyidi, Qazi and Ganjni, the last twn 
compamtively motiern and of but little importance. 

The Jami’ mafijid is a large phiin etnicture (Plate LXXV, fig, 1). Inside it 
measures l'i2 feet in length by 35 feet deep, having five large dumea with small ones 
iu front ami rear of each—the other portious of the roof 1>eing covered in the Himlu 
mumier liy cutting off the comers of the squares furmetl by the lintels (;ver the 
pillars. The pilhira have all been reft from Ilindii temples and stilted one ii[>on 
another to attain the requisite height. ITiere are live Jrtiirdl;« and the usual raisetl 
pulpit on the right of the central mihrdh: the mihrdhs are very plain and devoid of 
taste. In the north end, is a gallery, or mtd&k hJtdna^ entered from outside by a 
stair landing b a small <lomed porch. Altogether, with its mass of dead naU above 
the cltMinraya, this la a very poor specimen of Muhammadan architecture, and probably 
not of an eaidy date, 

The Sayyjdi Masjid is much smiiUer than the preceding, measuring 31 feet 
square inside and rot>fed with a single large dome in the centre, email ones in front 
and behind it and at the corners what look like small domes from outside, l>ut 
inside cover Fwinare areas of which the comers aru first cut off and the remaining 
equare space covered by a large flagstone. 

The facade is open and diviJeil by four neatly luoulded pilJara (Plate LXXVI, 
fig. li); the coniice consists of a panelled projctning eaves slab, with neat string¬ 
course above it, and over a projeeliiig trcnia with pendent nraaineiitation arc the 
mnal Jiangaraa. Tlie figure, Plate LXXVIl, fig. 2, will explain (his.

The three miAratw in the LbilIl are very richly carved—differing in the pattcriiB 
on the janihs from those prevailing at Alimaddbad (Plate LXX\II, 3t 4 and 5). 
In each end and in the back wall Eire two windoTva, richly caired outside, which 
have heen filled with the usual ta'jtefnl and varietl perforated stone-work—bnt this 
has heen very ranch destroyed. 

The hack waU (Plate LXXT, fig. 2) conveys the best idea of the exceptlonaUy 
rich decoration npon this heantiful moeque. The three bnttressOB are of a style 
quite distiiict from what we find elsewhere, the lower portions of them being more 
like the bases of the ininarB of the sixteenth centnrj% alwnt the Tniddle of which 
this was probably constructed. Tire court and nroaque are now very much below 
the level of the surrounding ground, and ate reached by a flight of steps.‘ 

About MSndal, as in many places in Knthiawa^ ami northern Gujarat, are to 
be seen numbers of Pfiliyas or memorial and aati stones. Pigures 3 and 4, 
Plate LiXXV, give representations of two of these: the first is the pailiya of a local 
hero of A-D. 1629-30, having above the sun and moon, and then a ba^-relief of the 
warrior. The other—a sail stone—is dated IfiOT^, A.D., and ia in memory of one 
who was bnmt on the funeral pyre of her husband. 


KAl'ADVA^tJ. 

PrATES T.XXTn-LXXXIIL 

Kapadvanj or Kapadvapaj—Sanskrit Kaipatavfinijya*—is an old city in 
tho KhSdfi district on the Mohar river, lying thirty miles due east from 
Ahmadaba'd, and is now a town of 18,000 inhabitants. Here a notable Jaina 
religious chief, Abhayadeva, died in the thirteenth century% Near die walls of the 
present town is the site of an ancient city, and among the buildings are several 
veiv old structures, as well as the mine of many fine tnosqnee and tombe. Among 
the* modem ones the most notable is a Jaina temple, built about the middle of last 
century, at a cost of a hundred and fifty dmuaand rupees. 

Tho Jfimi’ Mas jid deserves some attention (Plate HXXVm). With the court 
in front, it forms a quadrangle meaiuiriLLg ontaide 8T feet from north to south by 129 
frtini east to west, wdth entrances on the east mid north sides. The west end of 
this enclosure Is occupied liy the mosque, which m 79 feel in length inmde by 
48 feet deep, roofed by six domes in two rows of three each, In front it is qmte 
open and trabeate, and in tho north-west corner is a smidl multik feJid^ia measunug 
IS feet by 24, ndth the entrance in tho north wall. In the back wall there are 
three Ktihrdhs, and four narrow windows divided by thick mulhons into four ai>erture« 
each, and tilled with perforated work, as shown in Plate LXXLX, fig. 3. 

The mimhar is of the high type of earlier times, and tlie pihare, as illustrated 
by figures 1 and ^ on the same plate, are mostly hexagonal, of purely Hindi! type.

The principal object among the remains at KapadvTvfiJ, however, ia a large 
square kiiltda or resenroir in the market place. This oceupiea an area abont 
a im red feet Bqtmre. with a platform below the iiist descent, from which a aericB 
of short stairs, parallel to lie aides, lead down from one narrow landing to another, 
and rrachmg a broader one about 23 feet W the first. Between each pair of 
escen mg steps in each of the five tiefrs is a niche—sorae hnndred and thirty-abc 
in ah-onginaily ocenpied by images (see Plates LXXX and LXXXI). In the c^tre 
IS a deep weH about nine and a half feet square. 

On the north- west and south sides tin first platform is broken into on the level 
o t e next landing to make room for paviliona abont nine feet square, each

Lastly, b tlio K liedd district, 44 miles E.S.E, from AlimadSbad and four 
miles east by Foutk Ijrom tlie town of ThasrS, is the village of Sarnal, on tlie 
riglit bank of the rivi r Mabt, in latitude 22° 47^ N, and longitude 73° 20* * E. 
Snrnal, along with th? neighbouring viOageiS of Bhadrasa and Akl^cha, is said 
to occupy part of the ite of an ancient city called KnntalpnT, the old foundations 
of which may still be t raced. 

Here there is an im^rtant old temple said to have l>eea desecrated by 'AM-ad-din 
Khil]i when he invadod GnjarM in the end of the thirteenth century. The south¬ 
east side of rhe mandajia is considerably ruined, but the plan is so purely Cbalukj'an 
iu arrangetiient that the Icnijde was deserving of a careful survey 


The mandapa or portico is about 40 feet each way, and its roof is supported by 
the eight pillars of the central dome and by the smaller ones standing in pairs on 
the screen walk that Bniroimd It (see Hate LXXXIV). 


In phui this portico foUt>\vs the pattern of temples of the Chalnkyan style in the 
Eanarese districts, with their numerous projecting angles. The inner eight columns 
are each 14 feet in height, have double capitals and are square few the lower third 
part of their height, then through an octagonal and sisteen-sided belt are changed 
into cylindricai form (Plate LXXXV, fig. 4). 'They are not spaced equally apart on 
the floor as in most Jaina and Musahnan domes; those on the sides being quite 
11 feet between centres, whilst at the comers they are only 5 feet: and this is ao 
arranged as to bring them into line in each direction with the outer pillars <m the 
screen wall. 


A email ante-chaiubor or porch is formed in front of the shrine, and the 
doorway of the latter (figs. 1-3) is elaborately carved on the jambs, lintel and architrave 
in a style that must relegate this temple to the twelfth century; but it has been 
much damaged by the iconoclast. The figure sculpture on the middle of tlie lintel 
indicates a ?aiva temjile, and a boldly cut Hrttimukh^ projects from the upper 


comice. 


The flhrine or garlha-^rUm is 11 feet square inside, and its floor is somewhat 
lower than that of the feabha-mapdapa. Outside, its walls are much broken up by

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numerotis projections, wliich lie in a circle about 21 feet in diameter and among which, 
are eeven recesses fbr imagHH , facing bo many' of the eight points of the Hiiidfl 
compass—^that on the east being the entrance of the ahrineJ llie regents of the 
eight pointe — Indra, Agni, Tama, Nair^iti, Varnna, Marut or Ydj’u, Knhera 
flnri Siva, were among the greater gods of earlier timet:, and are mostly siili held 
in reverence. Between each pair of the projections containing these nicb^ are two 
other advanced angles, divided vertically into numerous members.
